A LTHOUGH the following pages were written wiik 
an intent to recommend a few fecret prefcriptions, 
)et, it is prefumed that there is nothing cojitalned therein 
^ut what is founded upon Reafon, as well as upon that 
^1171 bafis of Medical Knowledge — PraQical Experience. 

The expiefs purpofe of this puhlication heing thus ac- 
knowledged, it fcarcely need be obfcrved, that it is not 
intended fo much for the critical eye of the learned, as for 
the inftruflion of the ignorant, the illiterate, and the af- 
flitled. The language is, therefore, adapted to the moft . 
fimple capacity, and it is hoped will be fulBciently under- 
ftood by thofe for whom it is chiefly defigned. The more 
learned and exalted reader, however, if afflifled, may receive 
inftrufl^i therefrom, and confidering its ufefulnefs only, 
^ill kindly caft the veil of charity over the numerous ble- 
mifhes which he may difcover therein. 

The catalogue of public medicines is already fo large, 
that one would fuppofe it alraoll impoffible for any thing 
iKw to be added thereto, did not every day's experience 
Convince us, that the Faculty have not yet arrived to that 
great degre-e of perfe6lion in the healing art, as to ha\'e 
^ifcovered remedies for all the complaints and diforders 

incident to the human frame. A ne^vs-paper is now 

l^ecome the chief veh'.cle for giving information to the 
2ffli6ted, v/hcre they may apply for relief in ficknefs, lame- 
A 2 nefs. 
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nefs, or any other calamity which may happen to the 
body ; and every humane perfon, who is poffefTed of a 
remedy for any particular complaint, thinks it his duty to 
make known to the world, thai he will fupply the affliftcd 
with his remedy at a moderate profit. 

Never, perhaps, was there an age, wherein the pre- 
parers and venders of medicines were fo numerous as at 
prefent : the prefs daily teems with their produ£l[ions ; the 
news-papers are croudcd with their lifts of cures ; and we 
are perpetually hearing of fome grateful perfon, who is 
fending forth his thanks in print, for having been reflored 
to health from a dangerous difcafe, and miraculoufly ref- 
cued from the jaws of death, by fyrups, tinftures, powders, 
drops and balfams, prepared by thefe advertifers. Their 
fiffays, treatifes and diflertatlons, on the various difeafes 
incident to m.ankind, have been purchafed with avidity, 
and read with attention ; they have imprefled on the minds 
of the readers a favourable opinion of the compofitions 
they recommend ; and, by explaining the peculiar eafe 
with which they may be taken, and the very great proba- 
bility of their performing an effeQual cure, they have 
eftabliflied an extenfive fale for their articles, and are at 
this time held by many in the Iiigheft efleem, as the uni- 
verfal difpenfers of health and long life. 

There is, on the contrary, a number of perfons with 
whom a prejudice againft thefe medicines hath taken root, 
and who exclaim againft the inventors of them in the mofl: 
vehement manner, and vilify both them and their medi- 
cines with names the moft opprobrious and undeferved. 

And 
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And wliy ? — Merely becaufe they are advertijed. Are 
their virtues Icfl'ened by this means ? Does an advertife- 
^iient in a public news-paper render the medicine lefs effi- 
cacious or valuable ? In the eye of rcafon it fhould feem 
otherwife ; but if the aflcrtions of our adverfarics may he 
ci'edited, one fmgle advertifement fubverts the whole mafs 

ingredients, deftroys the nature of the compofition, and 
^akes away all its power. 

Vet what is there in a news-paper that fhould occafion 
this mighty difgrace ? They were at firft, indeed, merely 
conveyancers of political information — difclofmg the fe- 
crets of minifterial councils, and prefaging to the public a 
future peace or war; but their plan has fince been ma- 
terially altered and improved ; they are now become the 
Vehicles of general information ; and there is fcarcely any 
Article in life, of which we ftand in need, but what ail 
advertifement will more eafily procure than any other 
Jiieans we can devife. — People are thoroughly convinced of 
this advantage, and hence it is that advert ifements are fo 
^itimerous in all our news-papers : They form a conOde- 
^able part of their contents, and to men of bufinefs are 
certainly the moil valuable. The Merchant, by this means, 
^novvs the departure, voyages and arrivals of his veffels ; 
the Sportjman is prefcnted with an account of the country 
'2tes, as alfo with the fales of horfcs and their pedigrees ; 
^^'C Farmer fees the ilate of the harveft through the king- 
^oxn, arid reads of the improvements in hulbandry ; and 
Tradefman has a variety of information, which at 
*^nce pleafes and inflrufts him. Nor are the Ladies 
A 3 exempt 
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exempt from deriving advantages from a news-paper. Li 
that they trace the progrefs of fafhion through all its vari- 
ous windings, learn who appeared tlie moft brilliant at the 
ball or in the drawing-room, fee when all the places of di- 
verfion open and fliut, are informed who fells the moft 
valuable perfumes, and read a long lift of births and mar- 
riages ; wliiift the Humane Chriflian, whofe heart melts at 
the woes of his fellow mortals, may find, from reading the 
news-papers, an ample field for exercifing that greateft of 
ail chriftian virtues — Charity ! 

And yet (hall it be reckoned a crime, if the old or feeble 
invalid, whofe infirmities confine liim from the bufy world, 
but who is ftill defirous of knowing bow affairs go on, and 
therefore reads the News ; fiiall it be reckoned a crime, if in 
the fame paper that he reads for amufement, he reads aifo 
}iow he may be relieved from his affliftion ? The proprietors 
o[ many medicines have no refource but this. The en- 
trance to every other path is fhut again ft them ; they are 
therefore the laft perfon.s that fhould be fpoke againft for 
iollowlng this ferviceable method. 

The cures done by the faculty are fuch as muft excite 
wonder and gratitude of all who have beenwitnefs to them; 
but did there yet remain one fingle diforder which they can- 
not cure, a medicine calculated to remove fuch complaint, 
and which is able to remove it, is certainly deferving public 
proteftion and encouragement. 

And does not every day prefent us with the indifputable 
teftimonies of living witnefFes, who, but lor the relief of 
thrfc advertifcd medicine?, had certainly fallen a facrifice 

to 
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to their diforder, or what, perhaps, is ftill worfe, had con- 
tinued miferable objefls of diftrefs, unhappy in themfelves, 
•ii^d troublefoine to their friends ? 

How numerous are the accounts which are riius pro- 
<iuced of perfons being cured by this means ! and how 
Sincere a pleaiure mull every feehng mind receive from a 
perufal of fuch valuable cures, and from the refleftion, that 
v^'e are not deftitute of remedies for our moft dangerous 
^iforders, though given up by the facuhy as totally in- 
curable ! 

But as the moft noble defigns and beft inftitutions are 
fubjeft to pervertioK, it would be a want of candour in de- 
fending the mode of advertifing medicines, if we did not 
St the fame time exprefs our juft abhorrence of the villainy 
or thofe impoftors, who make ufe of this method to rob the 
unwary not only of their money, without affording relief 
'o them, but a great many even of their lives. A fubjefl 
^^'herein our lives are fo materially concerned, is too leri- 
<>us and important to be treated on with levity, or with a 
^cfign of furthering the private intereft of any clafs of 
people ; and therefore can be no excufe for him, who, to 
''nfwer this felfifli purpofe, would endeavour to efrablifli 
erroneous principles among the mukiinde, and perfuade 
tliem to the application of medicines, which deftroy in- 
ilcad of curing them. 

In general, however, thefe kind of impoftors confine 
^^itmfelves to a certain indelicate complaint, which hath 
^^en fatal to many young perfons of both fexes. Unhappy 
'^tjefts ! borne away by a fondnefs for inordinate pleafure, 

or 
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or ruined perhaps, by fome deceitful wretch, they are In- 
fenfibly led on to this pra6Vice, and ere they reach the 
meridian of their lives, they fall a prey to an infamous 
difeafe. The fear of publifhing their fituation frequently 
prevents them feeking a timely remedy, and the poifon in 
the mean while fpreads through all their veins, till at length 
they are reduced to the difagreeable neceffity of fubniitting 
to the mofl torturing operations, or of finking into the 
sirave amidfl inconceivable agonies. 

Here, furcly, is diftrefs fuflicient to excite our pity, and 
lit cannot but be expefied that proper encouragement will 
be given to him who can furnifh a fimple medicine, which 
may recover thefe raiferable fufferers, without expofing 
them to a violent operation, or occafioning the leaft in- 
jury to their conftitution. Suck a remedy is recommended 
in the courfe of the following pages : Its efficacy has been 
happily experienced by thoufands, who, from the brink of 
the grave, have been relfored to life and health, and from 
being a burthen to themfelves and the public, have been 
rendered ufeful and valuable members of fociety. And 
fuch has been the effeft of this remedy on fome of the pa- 
tients, that though before unwilling to have their fituation 
known, they have afterwards readily publifhed their cafe, 
as an inftance of gratitude to the proprietor, and as a means 
of pointing out a cure to thofe who fbnd in need of it. 

As the proprietor of the after-mentioned medicines is 
convinced oi the fuperior efhcacy in the complaints for 
which they are recommended, by numicrous inflances of 
fuccefs, he doubts not of their being properly diflinguifhed 

by 
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h a judicious public. By fteady perfeverance in their 
^'^e, and mplicit obedience to ike dire&ions given with each, 
'lie has every reafon to hope for fnccefs : but even fhould 
they ever be found not to poffefs the defired efficacy, they 
^ave at leaft this excellent property, that the patient is 
^ever left in a wor/e ftate than when he began the ufe of 

>hcm. He therefore only wifhes for an impartial trial of 

<^»cm ; and whoever fhould take upon himfeif to condemn 
any medicine before he has taken the trouble to enquire 
how far it deferves his cenfure, betrays a mind full of hatred 
and envy, which cannot bear to fee the profperity of 
another, without endeavouring to injure him and deftroy 
^is reputation. 

As members of fociety, and as well-wifhers to our fel- 
low creatures, it is our dury, no doubt, to encourage all 
J^ifcoveries which tend to public utility; and thofe which are 
conducive to the prefervation of our lives and conftitutions, 
a'e certainly ufeful in the higheft degree. To thofe Gen- 
^^emen of the Faculty, therefore, who with fo much can- 
^our and liberality have encouraged the ufe of thefe medi- 
cines, by piefcrlbing them to their patients, the Proprietor 
^ilhes to exprefs his juft acknowledgements. — The dl^a. 
greeable effeas arifing from the lofs of health are fufficient- 
h' numerous, and fpeak for themfelves. — From the cradle 
to the grave we are the fubjefts of difeafe, and our lives are 
a feries of miferv and pain.

A NCIENT medical writers have been at much trouble 

^ in diftinguifliing the various diforders of the Ikin, of 

^^^ich they have made up a very confulerable catalogue ; 

^Hu the denomination of Scurvy hath, in modern times, 

^een given to the whole clafs, as well as to all cutaneous 

^'■^iptions whatever ; nor is it meant here to attempt the 

diftinftion, as the remedy propofcd is applicable to all the 

^if^orders ranked under that head. 

The Scurvy, in many parts of the world, is confidered 

an endemic evil, and for above a century was the fcourge 
of P* 

■Europe. In armies it haih frequenily been reckoned 

to 
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to deftroy more lives than the fword ; and where it does 
not by itfelf rife to fo vifible a calamity, is frequently a 
dreadful addition to the malignity of other difeafes. 

The real Scurvy occurs in different habits and in diffe- 
rent conftitutions. Other difeafes are often mifl.-ken for 
this, and this is as frequently miftaken for otfier complaints. 
It may (Dr. Lind obferves) take its origin from many 
caufes, perhaps little fufpeQed to give rife to fuch a dif- 
order. It may be occafioned after a fever, by unfound 
vifcera, or by a vitiated ftatc of the blood ; and, experi- 
ence has fufficiently proved, that many of thofe obftinate 
cafes which occur in patients who have undergone repeat- 
ed courfes of mercury for a fuppofed venereal taint, are 
really fcorbutic. Perfons whofe conftitutions are here- 
ditarily liable to the fcorbutic corruption, cannot bear the 
operation of mercury in any form or fliape whatever, even 
in a very fmall quantity; therefore when that medicine 
hath been freely and Injudicioufly admlniftered to them, 
it more particularl)^ difpofes that conflitution to receive the 
fcorbutic taint from any obvious external caufe. 

This dlfeafe is hereditary In many confliiutions, and it 
may alfo be contrafled by a variety or complication of ex- 
ternal caufes, the chief of which are a cold and niolft air, 
damp rooms, beds and clothes, grofs vifcid food, and want 
of excrcife ; and whatever clofcs the pores of the fkin, and 
lelfens or obflrufts perfpiratlon. 

It is [o general a diforder that few people are free from it, 
alid its fymptoms are fo various and uncertain, that it can 
be no wonder it is fo frequentlv miilaken for other com- 

p1ai nts 
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P'iim'ts. A fcorbutic humoar in the blood Hoes not 
always manifeft itfelf outwardly by blotches and fpots upon 
but often lurks within, and occafions fuch fyrop- 
toms that the patient has no idea that the cffeQs arc pro- 
^^iced by fuch a caufe. 

A very common confequencc of a fcorbutic habit is 
ulcerated lungs. Alfo difficulty of breathing, naufea and 
^'orniting ; loofenefs and coftivenefs, fainting fits, pains 

every part of the body, burning pains in the kidnies and 
^'rinary pafTage, (commonly miftaken for the ftone and 
gravel] hard tumours in the groin, and other glandular 
parts of the body, pricking pains in the foles of the feet, 
^^'caknefs of the whole nervous A^flem, cramps, convul- 
'^ns, drowGnefs, languor, tremor of the limbs, the dropfy, 
^ith a variety of other fymptoms ; may all proceed from 
^ f<^'orbutic habit, and can only be relieved by refloring 
^^^e bigod to a ftatc of purity ; and it is in vain to feek 
^*^r any relief^ without an attention to that as the primary 

^r. Cheync has very juRly obferved, that " There is no 
^^ironlcal diftemper whatfoever more univerfal, more ob- 
l^inate, and more fatal in Britain, than the [curvy taken in 

general extent. Scarce any one chronical diforder but 
^'^^s its origin to a fcorbutic cachexy, or is fo complicated 
^'th it, that it furnilhes its moft cruel and obflinate fymp- 
^orns. -fo it we owe all the dropjks that happen after the 
l^^'idian of life; all diabetes, aUhmas, confumptloiis of 

eral kinds, many forts of colics and diarrhieas ; fome 
•^fids of gouts and rheumatifms ; all bcJfics ; various kinds

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of ulcers, anJ pofTibly the cancer itfelf ; mofl; cutaneous 
foulnefl'es, weakly conftltutions, bad digeftions, vapours, 
melancholies, and almoft all nervous diftempers whatfo- 
ever." — Cheynes EJfay on Health and Long Life. 

Scorbutic complaints were for a long feries of years 
imagined to be far beyond the power of medicine ; and 
many an unhappy mortal has gone through the whole 
Materia Medica for this diforder, without receiving any 
real benefit : Sea-water has been tried without cffeft ; the 
feveral hofpitals have not been more fuccefsful ; and the 
patient, after lingering from year to year, became a fpec- 
tacle too horrid to behold, and gladly received the finiHiing 
flroke of deadi. Happily, however, this is not now the 
cafe : Plain fimple methods have been difovered of patting 
a flop to this confuniing plague, and its danger obviated. 
But, alas ! mankind having totally loft their original fim- 
plicity, they have loft alfo all relifti for fimple remedies : 
They feek after figns and wonders, expefling medicines that 
will work miracles, and think it too much trouble to " wafh 
and be clean." Like Naaman the Syrian, they think, " He 
will furely come out to me, and ftand and call on the name 
of the Lord his God, and ftrike his hand over the place, 
and recover the leper," without calling themjelves upon the 
name of the Lord, and applying the means which he hath 
appointed. Indeed, it is much to be lamented, that very 
few people have fufficient confidence in the means which 
Providence hath put in their own power, for eradicating 
this troublefome diforder ; not reflefting, that all m.edicine 
will be taken in vain, if they do not aflift its operations by 
a proper attention to other particulars. No 
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No f) 'mptom of this diforder is more difagreeable to the 
Patient, than the fcorbutic ulcer ; and there is no fymptom,. 
perhaps, to which improper reipedies are more generally 

applied " With refpeft to the ufe of Mercury in thefe 

^ind of ulcers, it ought always to be had in view, that in 
^^cli as are really fcorbutic, in Read of aftlng as a remedy , 
^f given in any confiderable quantity, it proves almoft a 
'^^rtain poifon." — Bell on Ulcers. And indeed a long-con- 
^•nued ufe of Mercury is in no cafe free from danger, as it 
Evidently colliquates the whole mafs of blood, weakens the 
^^rves, and brings on tremors and palfies. 

Dr. Lind, in his univerfally admired Treatlfe on the 
Scurvy, fpeaking of real fcorbutic ulcers, fays, " The 
fi'ghteft bruifes and wounds of fcorbutic perfons degenerate 
into fuch ulcers;" but Mercury, he adds, " in a truly 
Scorbutic ulcer, is the moft dangerous and pernicious medi- 
that can be adminiftered. — There are few medicines 
^^rned out in a fea cheft which arc here of fervice. Thofe 

ihe mineral kingdom, fuch as fteel, antimony, and efpe- 
cially Mercury, do manifefl: harm. Vegetables have great 
J»nd peculiar virtues in this difeafe, arifmg from a combi<'

^'id effeflual remedies are found in a compofiiion of diffe-

^^'getable, faponaccous, fermentable acid may refult."

the Scurvy is fo unlverfal a diftemper, that no part is free 
from its rage ; the chyle, the blood and the lympha arc all 
tainted therewith, and the ufe of remedies are lometimes 
obliged to be continued a long while to root out the dif- 
order. 



PARTICULAR OBSERVATIONS. 

'' SCURVY. — Perfons of a fcorbutic habit fhould chufe a 
warm, dry fituatlon, with a pure air ; and when the atmo- 
fphere ismoiH, they fhouid go well clothed, and fhift often 
wiih dry linen. Cleanlinefs of body, moderate exercife, 
the ufe of the flefh-brufti, or friftions with dry cloths, areall 
very ferviceable. — People ought not to feed too much upon 
flops in this complaint ; bvU the diet fhovdd be light and 
eafy of dlgeftlon, confifting chiefly oi a due mixture of 
animal and vegetable fubftances; but all food fliould be 
good, found, plain and fimple in its kind, fuch as will 
readily be converted into chyle, and tends to render the whole 
inafs of humours mild, foft and balfaraic. 

Milk 
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Milk of all forts, where it agrees with the conflitut5on, 

beneficial, as being a truly vegetable chyle ; but whey 
oeing of a moie cleanfuig quality, is better, and frequently 
'Agrees with thofe for whom milk is too heavy. 

Bread fhould be made of wheat flour, unadulterated, 
^^ifficiently leavened and well baked ; and butter ought to 
be eat very fparingly. Simple broths made of frefh meat, 
^^"h plenty of herbs, frefh roots and vegetables, are very 
(proper. When the patient is not under a courfe of medi- 
<^'nes which forbid the ufe of faliads, they may be found 
beneficial, efpecially fuch as dandelion, endive, forrel, 
^feifes, fcurvygrafs, fumitory, and purflain. Thefe, how- 
^V'-r, (hould be properly mixed, the warm and the cold 
"^nes together ; but raw faliads are not to be eaten at 
^^•^'h time as the vegetable fyrup is adminiflered ; for raw 
^^llads and acids taken at that time (or during the operation 
any purgative) are apt to occafion gripings and other 
<iiragreeable fenfaiions. 

Fifh is rather prejudicial in this complaint, as having a 
speedy tendency to putrefaction. Salt may be eaten with 
^'^Oi meat to advantage, ferving therewith as a cor- 
^^ftor of the corruptive quality ; but falted fifh or flefh of 
kinds mufl be avoided. Salting meats renders tliem hard 
and difTicult of digeflion, confequently improper, in many 
^^^^s, to afford that foft mild nourlfhment, which is rc- 
q'iired to repair the body. 

foreign tea Is hurtful to many conffltutions ; a tea made 

£nglilh herbs is prc-feiable. The Aromatic Tea 

hereafter mentioned, is recomnicuJcd as molt proper 

in 
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in all cafes where the Vegetable Synrp is adminiftereJ, 
and is full as pleafant as the foreign. 

At meals, good found beer, cyder, home-made wines, or 
fuch fermented liquors are good. Foreign wine, if it could 
be had genuine, might be d^ank in moderation ; but that 
being feldom the cafe, it is better to be totally avoided. 
Spruce beer or wormwood ale are excellent antifcorbutics ; 
but diflilled fpirits have a moft pernicious influence in this 
ilifeafe, and therefore ought to be fliunned as a certain 
poifon. 

SCROPHULA.— This diforder is commonly known by 
the name of the King's evil ; which name it has inherited ever 
fine the time of Edward theConfefTor, becaufe faidto be cur- 
ed by him and feveral fucceeding kings both of England and 
France. Upwards of 9200 perfons are recorded to have 
been touched for it by Charles II. but with what fuccefs 
has been varioufly related, difputed and believed. This 
difeafe appears in fo many forms that to attempt an entire 
defcription of it would be endlefs, and the general fymp- 
toms are fo well known that it would be unneceffary. 

This difeafe is either hereditary or accidental ; and when 
the former it moftly requires a long and tedious courfe of 
medicine toeffeft a cure.-— In fome patients the Vegetable 
Syrup alone hath had the defired fuccefs ; but it frequently 
happens that fome additional remedies, both internal and 
external, are necelTary. — In this cafe a perfonal application 
to Dr. Hodfon will be advantageous to the patient.

NERVOUS afFeftions, or a difpofition to be too eafil/ 
fufceptible of irregular and painful emotions, may bff 
confidered as one of the greateft fcourges to people of rank.

The 
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The dlfeafcs to which the learned arc pecuharly liable, 
aiife from two principal caufes, viz. The perpetual attention 
of the mind, and the conftant ina6ilvity of the body. — The 
brain, the nerves which arife from it, and the ftomach, 
which is furnifhed with many nerves of an exquifite fenla- 
tion, are the parts firft attacked, and .commonly moft in- 
jured by the immoderate labour of the mind ; but if it ihould 
continue any length of time, almoft all the parts of the body 
become partakers of the injury.

It l)as no parts fit fo he affimilated to our bodies : Its effen. 
tial fait does not hold inoiflure enough to be joined to the 
body of an animal; its oil is but very little and that of the 
opiate kind; and therefore it is fo far from being nutritive, 
that it irritates and frets the nerves and fibres, exciting the t 
expulfive faculty ; fo that the body may be leffencd and 
weakened, but it cannot be increafed and ftrengthened by 
it. This might be afccrtaincd by a very little experience : 
The firft time perfons dri^ik of tliis, if they are full grown, 
it generally gives them a pain in the ftomach, dejeflion of 
fpirits, cold fweats, palpitation at the heart, tremblmg, 
fcarfulucfs; taking away the fenfe of iulnefs, though pre- ^ 
fently after meals, and caufing a hypochondriac gnawnng 
appetite.

Spread it as thick as a half crown till it begins to heal, and 
then thinner as the wound grows better. — Obfcrvc to clean 
^ the wound well at every diefrit^g, which miift be every 12 
boars tiil it begins to heal, after which you may reduce the 
plaiftcrs to one in 24 hours ; and be fure to keep on a 
plainer two or three days aher you are \o all appearance 
Well. — The plallfer Qiould be fpread upon thick coarfc new 
cloth, with the ili.Tening jufL waOied out, and not upon 
old rag. Obferve to put linen cloth or rollers over ilie 
1 plaifters, and by no means flannel or any thing woollen. — 
pimples or blotches on the face, a piece of iiicking 
plaifler may be put over this plaifter. 

N". B. It may be obferved, that if there is -axxy proud fiejli. 
It fhould be cleared away when the wound is dreffed. And 
iis raoil of the drforders above-mentioned are occafioned by 
a fcorbutic habit of body, it is recommended that the pa- ,, 
tient take a few dofes of fuch gentle phyfic as heft agrees 
^vith the conftitution. The Bark is in general very fer» 
^'iceable; or thofc whofe circumftances will admit of it

TO THE AFFLICTED WITH 

VENEREAL COMPLAINTS. 

TT would be of liale fervlce to a patient ajSllfted with this 
complaint, to know tlic various opinions of authors 
concerning the origin of it, and the exaft time of its ap- 
pearance in Europe. It is of much more confequence for 
him to afcertain when he has received the inieftion ; and 

fo, the method he ought to purfue, in order to obtain a 
f^fe and perfeft cure ; for few, v'ery Jew, whether of the 
^acuhy or otherwife, are fo happy in the management of the 
•Lues Venerea as it could be wifhed. — Waving, therefore, 
all ufelefs introduction, it is intended only to point out the 
Various modes by which it may be contrafled, the fymp- 
toms by which a perfon may be convinced of having re- 
ceived the Infeftion, the danger of improper treatment, and 
a fafe, eafy and certain mode of obtaining a cure. 

Technical terms will be avoided as much as poffible, ^nd 
every neceffary information delivered m the moll plain and 
concife language ; this little trafl being intended for the 
mftruftion of the ignorant, and not for the criticifing eye 
of the learned. 

There 
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There is not, perhaps, amongft all the difeafes to which 
human nature is fubjcft, any attended with more <3ifmal 
confequences than the venereal ; and to add to its own at- 
tendant calamities, there is not any that has experienced 
v/orfe treatment ; the patient, in many cafes, fuffering more 
from the ignorance of the praftitioner, than from the ma- 
lignity of thedifeafe, whilft the unhappy ohjeft of its rage 
feldora obtains even the compaffion oi his fellow mortals, 
fince his fufFcrings are generally fuppofed to arife from the 
gratification of luft and inordinate paffions. 

The moll common way of contrafting this complaint be- 
ing by coition, has affixed an idea of criminality on thofe 
infcfted with it, which frequently renders difguife necef- 
fary, and obliges the unfortunate patient to conceal his 
fituation too long, or make application to thofe ignorant 
perfons who promife a ppeedy and fecret cure ; but who in 
reality only fix tlie difcafe deeper in the fy/lem, and by 
haftily removing the vijikle fymptoms, make that a con- 
firmed cafe, and fomctimcs an incurable malady, which 
was at firft only a flight infeftion. It is fcarce poffible for 
even the firft- ftage of this difeafe to be cured effetlually and 
fpeedily at the fame time ; tliofe patients are deceived there- 
fore who are taught to believe it. " Two or three weeks, 
(fays an eminent phyficianl and fometiraes five or fix are 
neceffary to carry off a gonorrhoea, even by the moft proper 
treatment;" for the time necefiary to eradicate the infec- 
tion depends upon fuch a variety of circiim fiances that it is 
impoflible to fix any precifc period.

It Is much to be lamented, however, that difguife in this 
cafe fhould be fo often thought neceffary, not only as it 
renders a cure more difficult, but becaufe the difeafe may 
be communicated to the innocent as well as to the guilty, 
as will prefently be fhewn. 



O F T H E 

VENEREAL INFECTION. 

NOTWITHSTANDING the variety of treatifes which 
have been publifhed on this fubjeft, no more is known 
concerning the nature of the venereal poifon than about 
tbat of the fmall-pox, or any other contagion. It has not 
yet been difcovered, whether the poifon has different de- 
crees of acrimony and volatility, or whether it is always 
fame in its nature, varying only with regard to the par- 
ticular part to which it is applied, or according to the dif- 
ferent habit or conftitution of the perfon who receives the 
infeftion. 

How long the venereal poifon may lurk in the body be- 
fore it produces any lenfible effefts, is a matter of equal 
'•Uncertainty. There are few practitioners but what mult 
have obferved inftances of its remaining dormant for weeks, 
^r even months ; nay fome have afferted it to have broke 
out with unequivocal fymptoms after remaining harmlefs 
for half a vear. Thefe, however, are rare inftances, as In 
general the firft fymptoms appear on the fecond, third or 
fifth day after impure coition. 

Whilil 
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Wliilil mankind in general are ea.Giy zEtCted by th's 
poifon, there are fouie few wiio feern to be altogether un- 
fufceptible of the contagion, and who run every rifk with* 
out fuffering in the fmalleft degree. Some are more liable 
to be infc6>,ed than others, feemingly of the fame habit ; 
and thofe who liave been once infefted appear to be more 
liable to catch the diforder a fecond time, than thofe who 
never were infected before. Th6 fame difference is ob- 
ferval)Ie in the progrefs made by the difeafe after (he patient 
is infefted. In fome the progrefs is flo'.v, and the difeafe 
appears fcarcely to gain any ground, while in others it 
advances with the utmoft rapidity, and foon produces the 
inoft terrible fymptoms. 

Two caufes, indeed, might be afligned for the mildnefs 
or malignancy of the fymptoms, viz, the conftitution of the 
perfon receiving the infection, and the virulency of the 
virus received. Perfons who have been ufed to live regu- 
lar and of a good habit, one might fuppofe, woul(^ be fub- 
je6l to fewer as well as milder fymptoms, than thofe whofe 
fluids are in a grofs and corrupt flate ; but this not being 
always the cafe, we may conclude that in fuch patients, a 
feverity of fymptoms is occafioned by the malignancy of 
the venom received, which is fometimes of fo corrofive a 
nature, as to penetrate immediately into all parts wherever 
it comes. 



Olf 
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Of communicating the DISEASE. 

THIS coraplaltit differs indeed from moft others, be- 
caufe that tkey, both acute and chronical, may arife from 
air, diet, violent exercife, fedentary life, Sec. whilft this 
niuft be contrafted by familiar communication, and though 
an abufe or regulation of the non-naturals will exafperate 
Or moderate the fymptoms, yet it is not in the power of 
them to produce the diftemper. The venereal matter muft 
be applied in a fluid ftate, either to a wound, ulcer, or fome 
part where the mucus is very foft, as in the parts of gene- 
ration, &c. but it may be communicated different ways, 

experience has fufliciently evinced. All the modes of 
communication may, however, be ranked under the fol- 
lowing heads : 

1. By coition of an healthy perfon with another who is 
infefted with a gonorrhcEa, or ulcers on the genitals. 

2, By the coition of an healthy perfon with one appa- 
^'Cntly in perfeft health, but in whofe genitals the poifon 
lj<?s concealed, without having yet produced any bad fymp- 
toms. So that a perfon who has, perhaps, received an iu- 
^^ftion two or three days before any fymptoms appear, may, 
'^^urlng that time, and often docs, infeft another, without 
knowing themfelves to have the difeafe. 

3- By fucking, in which cafe the nipples of the wet 
^^>i"fe may be infefted by venereal \i]ccx% in ihe mouth x>{ 
tbe child ; or the nipples of the nurfe being infe6ied, will 
^ccafion venereal ulcers in the child's mouth, nofe or lips. 

4- 'sy 
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4- By any part of the body, whether covered Ly the 
cuticle or not, being expoferl to the contaO; of the venereal 
poifon ; by kiffing, touching, &c. efpecially if the parts fo 
expo fed have been previoufly excoriated, wounded, or ul- 
cerated, by any caufe whatever. From this caufe venereal 
ulcers frequently arife in the fcrotum or thighs; and there 
are fome well-attefted inftances where the infeftion took 
place in the hands of furgeons and midwives. They have 
likewife been produced in the noftrils, eyelids and Hps of ^ 
perfons who had touched the genitals either of thcmfelves 
or others, affefted with the difeafe, and then rubbed their 
noftrils, &c. with their fingers, without previoufly wafhing 
their hands. Laying in the fame bed with a perfon infefted, 
who hath venereal eruptions on the (km, will likewife oc- 
cafion the contraftion, the warmth of the body opening the 
pores, and the infe6led matter being thereby ablorbed. 

g. By wounding any part of the body with a lancet oi" 
knife infefted with the venereal virus. — Van Swieten re* 
lates feveral infiances of the Lues being communicated by 
careleffnefs in cleaning the inftrument ufed in bleeding or 
Jcarification. 

6. Children may likewife be hereditarily affliftcd, that is, ^ 
receive the infefticn from their parents ; in which cafe 
they arefometiraes born with infi,ammations of the fkin, &c. 
but though there Ihould be no appearance for fome days 
yet in about a week eruptions with brownilh fpots or fcabs, | 
degenerating into ulcers, arife about the mouth, nofe, fore- 
head, head, and often over the whole body. 

It 
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It mud be allowed that the dlforder generally dlfcovers 
iifelf firft in thofe parts by which the infetlion was received; 
fo that if the mouth or lips are firft afFe^led, it is to be fup- 
pofed the virus was received by kiffing, or (if an infant) by 
fucking a difordered nurfe, &c. &.c. 

But the following is, perhaps, one of the mojl extraor- 
dinary inftances upon record, of the propagation of this 
dreadful malady : " On the 22d of April, 1785, a young 
child belonging to William Parfons, on Milford-Hill, 
Salfbury, died of the Lues Venerea, after a lingering illnefs. 
It appears that in the abfence of its parents, it had frequently 
been intrufted to the care of an old blind woman, who 
fuffered it to pafs into the hands of an unhappy female 
labouring under that diftemper, and who unintentionally 
communicated the infeftion by means of cheiuing fome. 
''^uliials for it." 

A very remarkable inftance will be found am.ongft the 
cafes hereafter inferted, of a perfon receiving the infeftion 
ffom the feat of a privy. 

Vario\is therefore are the ways by which this contagion 
inay be contrafied ; however, the moft frequent mode be- 
^ngby unlawful embraces, and confcquenily the fymptoms 
^ore generally arifing about the genitals, it will be proper 
to dwell a little upon the defcription of the three different 
^^ages of the difeafe, and its various fym.ptoms. 

The firft is that wkile the diforder may be deemed doubts; 
ftd, or when, from the fymptoms abating, by the applica- 
tion of emollients and a cooling regimen, it is evidently not 
venereal.

OF THE 

FIRST, OR GONORRHCEA STAGE. 

/ ALTHOUGH, in the prefent age a virulent running 
15 one of the moil frequent circumftances to be met with in 
pra61ice, and few pei'fons are infected but what perceive 
this to be one of the firll fymptoms of infeftion ; yet the 
fame indications and confequences are not always the efFeft 
thereof. For in many cafes, gentle cooling medicines, an 
emollient bath, and a fimple injeftion will carry oif the 
infection in a few days ; whilft in others, it frequently 
happens that the inflammation increafes^ more alarming 
fymptoms appear in a little time, notwithflanding the ap- 
pjication of -cooling medicines ; and if the running be 
checked by injeftion -or from any accidental caufe, before 
the infeftion is totally fubdued, a fvvelling of the tcflicles, 
a bubo, or fome otiier abrming attendant is produced. It 
is, therefore, very evident, that all cafes oi gonorrl.oea are 
not venereal. It has, indeed, been but too common a prac- 
ilce to treat all cafes as vcnerea/f v;hcrever a gouorrbcea has 

been 
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been the prevailing fymptom ; whereas there are, ilrlBly 
rpea-king, three kinds of gonorrhcea,viz. i. The fimple 
or benign goiiorrhaea, which will be treated of hereafter ; 
3. Tile virulent gonorrhoea, or Clap^ 7iol venereal j and a. 
The vinercal gonorrhoea, properly fo called. 

It appears to be owing In a great meafure, to the want of 
*iiak:ng a proper diflinftion between the two laft. mentioned 
fpecies, that fo much harm hath been done by the adnjini- 
ftration of Mercury which (however fuccefsfuily employ- 
ed in the chaiicre,. or fecond flage of the venereal diieafe) 
is very improper inthis ftage, and in the virulent gonorrheea 
not venereal is manifeftly injurious. Perhaps no criterion 

yet difcovered whereby to afcertain, on firjl appear- 
•^nce, whether this difcharge is to be pronounced a virulent. 

a venereal gonorrhoea therefore in what I call the Firft, 
^^i" Gonorrhoea ftage, I include not only that which is 
^riftly venereal, and which is fucceeded or accompanied 
V chancres, &c. but alfo the gonorrhoea virulenta, where 
fuch fymptoms fucceed ; or in fhort, all the different 
Species of this difeafe which are communicated by a found 
Perfon having connexion with an infefted one, and in 
^Hich the firll fymptom is a difcharge from the urethra, 
^ecaufe, in the firft place, there is no certain mode of dif- 
*'n6lion ; sdly, they all arife from the fame apparent caufe» 
^iz. impure coition ; and laftly, the fame mode of treat- 
ment is necefTary, even if it be venereal, in this ftage of 
^^lediforder. 



SYxMPTOMS. 
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SYMPTOMS. — The virulent gonorrhcea appears fome- 
times wiihin fix hours, and at other times perhaps not till 
four, five^ eight or ten days after inteflion; and inftanccs 
have been known of months elapfing before any fymptoms 
appeared ; the quicker or flower progrefs of the virus may 
natura'ly be fuppofeJ, therefore, to have a great depen- 
dence on the aftivity of the received miafraa, or the patient's 
habit of body, or perhaps both. 

The firft obfervable fyrnptom is generally an agreeable 
fenfation in the whole or greatell part of tlic urinary paf- 
fage ; probably no difcharge is then obfervable; but an 
itching, with a fmall degree of pain in the genitals, gene- 
rally precedes a running, which diftilHng from the urethra 
occafions a finall degree of titillation, particularly at the 
time of making water. In the mofl favourable degree of 
ii>fe61ion the fpots on the linen appear oi a kind of water- 
colour ;• as the diforder advances frefh fymptoms arife, and 
the former ores become more violent : The running gra- 
dually changes both in colour and confillence, and becomes 
yellow, greenifh, and fometiraes flreaked with blood. 
There is an inflammation and fwelling about the orifice of 
the urethra; the erection becomes painful, involuntary, 
more frequent and lafling than when natural, and moft 
troublefome when the patient is warm in bed. All the 
fymptoms become more intenfe as the diforder arrives to- 
wards its height ; The heat of urine is fo extremely acute, 
that the patient dreads making water, though he feels a 
conftant defire for it, and yet it is rendered but by a few' 
drops, and that with the greateft difficulty. — Heat, pain, 

and 
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and a feufc ot fullnefs is felt about the feat ; the running is 
fiiarp and plentiful ; and it is accompanied, perhaps, by 
fwelled tefticles, or fome of the following difagreeable 
fymptoms : 

Phymojis, which is a confl riftion of the prepuce over the 
glans, which prevents its being drawn backwards. 

Paraphyjno/is, on the contrary, is when the prepuce is 
conftrifted behind the glans, and cannot be brought for- 
^\'ard. 

Chordce is a painful contraftion of the under part oi the 
penis at the time of ereflion, and then only, the fenfation 
being as if it was pulled down with a cord. 

Buboes. The general feat of thefe fwellings or tumours 
is in the groin. In the beginning the patient feels a ftifFnefs 
in the .groin, particularly in walking; the fwellings at 
length appear, which are fore if touched, hard, and gradu- 
ally increafing become painful and inflamed ; the fliape of 
^ bubo is round or oblon?, and its fize various, fometlmes 
as large as an egg, and fometiraes confiderably larger. 
Venereal buboes are of two kinds ; fomctimes they arife 
folelv fj'om the contagion paffing direflly to the affefted 
gland, and there fixing Itfelf. From the dlfcharge being 
too fmall, or the unfeafonable application of ftyptic and 
aUringent injeftions, whereby the virus which ought to 
have been difcharged by a gleet is injudicioufly fapprelTed, 
a bubo often arifes, and is then a fymptomatical dileafe ; 
btit if it arifes without any late infection, it is then a fign of 
a confirmed LueSt of which more hereafter. ' 
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The above fymptoms, altho' generally fuppofed to be 
evident marks of a venereal infection, are, neverthelefs, 
fometimes doubtful ; for they may all arife from a virulent 
gonorrhoea, not venereal. 

Females may fo.netimes miftake the firft appearance of 
this complahit for the Fluor Aibus ; but in the latter thedif- 
charge is much greater, nor is it often attended with that heat, 
fmart and infidmmation, experienced in venereal cafes. 

INSTRUCTIONS.— Some people ffrom what mptive 
I "vvill not pretend to determine) inveigh flrongly agaiuft 
the parade, as they falfely term it, of application for ad- 
vice in thefe cafes. But he only betrays bis ignorance who 
iilTerts that the raofl copious general imlruftions may not 
in particular inflances require feme alteration ; and he 
jmufl be a bigot indeed, as well as deftitute of at leaft all 
praflical knowledge, who believes any medicine to be fo 
perfeQly efficacious in itfelf that its operations cannot re- 
ceive any afliftance from the experience of a judicious 
praftitioner. Who then fhould a patient under a courfe 
of any public medicine apply to in particular circum (lances 
btit to the perfon whofe htuatlon ought to enable him to 
give the information required ? If we employ what is call- 
ed a regular bred praftitioner, we naturally expeti him to 
be anfwerable for his mode of treatment in every difeafe ; 
and whatever ftation in the community a perfon may for^ 
merly have filled, when he becomes the proprietor of one 
fecret prefcription, which may alfeft the health and lives of 
thoufands of mankind, furely it becomes his duty to make 
the efFeQs and operations of fuch medicine his particular 

fludy 
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fludy, and to enable hirafelf to give every pofTible alTillance 
to the intrinfic value of his remedy. If he does not per- 
form this duty he does not Geferve the confidence of the 
pubhc ; and it is but a miferable confolation to a patient 
who wiflies lobe informed of fome particular circumftance, 
to be told, *• I make the medicine agreeable to the recipe, 
but I know nothingr further." 

But to return. As the immediate perfonal application is 
not always either convenient or agreeable, it may not be 
improper to add a few inftruftions for thofe not fufhclently 
acquainted with the proper mode of conducing themfelves 
after infeftion ; for though the elegant medicine herein 
recommended removes the moft difagreeable fymptoms 
"without any other application, yet proper meafures may be 
taken to prevent the rapidity of the malady before it may 
be convenient to obtain that remedy ; and as private in- 
tereft ought always in feme degree to give way to general 
ruility, it is my wifli to put every patiert who depends on 
nie for relief to as little expence as poffible, by giving him 
every information that may haften a cure. 

And firft it will be neceffary to caution the reader agalnft 
applying ftyptic injeftions to check the running ; for if 
the dilcharge be imprudently flopped, before the infeflion 
be carried off by medicines which cleanfe the parts and 
evacuate the poifon, a confirmed pox will be the confe- 
<iuence. 

" It is but fair to acknowledge (fays an eminent writer) 
that where there is virulence in a gonorrhoea, our art can- 
not cure it fpeedily and effc^ually at the fame time. There- 
fore 
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fore the patient ought not to cxpeB, nor the phyfician to 
promlfe it." — There is danger o[ the diforder being carried 
into the habit by every thing -A hich ftops the difcharge be- 
fore the infeftion be removed ; and this floppage may be 
occafioned by violent exercife of any kind, hard labour, 
ftrong purging, catching cold, or a {ever fit, while under a 
courfe of phyfic. 

To expedite the cure is to allay the inflammation, appeafe 
the heat of urine, foften the juices, and lubricate the paf- 
fage of the urethra. For this purpofe as foon as a perfon 
has reafon to fufpeft himfelf infefled, and has not con- 
venience to apply for advice or proper remedies, he (hould 
ftriftlv obferve a cooling regimen, avoid all high feafoned 
or failed provifions ; he fhould drink plentifully of barley 
water, milk and water, wL-ey, linfeed tea, &c. take care 
of cold, beware of venereal enjo) ments, and avoid all vio- 
lent exercile. He (hould keep his body gently open, but 
by all means avoid fliong draffic purges. A little cream of 
tartar will (ometimes anfwer the purpofe; or he may fend 
to an apothecary for the following, which I have alwa}'S 
found to be very proper : 

Lenitive Ele6luarv, one ounce. 

Jalap and Rhubarb, of each two fcruples. 

Nitre, four fcruples. 

Simple Syrup, q. f. for an elefluary. 
Of this he may take about the fizc of a nutmeg, once, 
twice or thrice a day as he finds it necclfary to keep his body 
laxative. By thcfe means he will be better prepared for 
the operation of proper remedies. 

Oa 
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On tlie firft fymptoms of inflammation, he Qiould get 
milk and water of a moderate warmth, in a half pint or pint 
fione veflel, and foak the penis well in it two or three times 
a day, particularly at night ; and after each foaking if he 
perceives any particular inflammation, he fhould there ap- 
ply a little elder ointment, which he may get at any drug- 
gift's or apothecary's. It will alfo be of infinite fervice if 
a little milk and water or linfetd tea be injefled up the 
urethra, or urinary pafBige, at the fame time. 

If this method be obferved on tiie firfl appearance of any 
inflammatory fymptom, it will greatly leflen the virulence 
of the complaint, and confequently render a cure more 
eafy to be obtained. 

Thofe whofe (ituations will not permit them to get milk, 

mufl: ufe water only, but it muft be warm. Females 

ftiould get a fponge. and bathe and foment the part well. 

Should thefe not be found fufficient to anfwer the inten- 
tion, the following fomentation -will be proper, efpecially 
if the patient is troubled with a chordee : 
Take Elder and Chamomile flowers, of each half an ounce, 
Marfhmaliow leaves, an handful. 
Linfeed, half an ounce. 
Boll thefe ingredients in three pints of water till reduced to 
a quart, then flrain it off and foment the part well with it 
two or three times a day. 

In cafe of ftranguary. 

Take Gum Arab, powder 

Crem. Tart, of each equal parts. 
Mix them and take a tea fpoonful two or three time a day 
in a little water. In 
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In all flages, and in every fymptom, clean! iuel^ of the 
parts is to be particularly obferved ; and in cafe of Phy 
jnofis, a fyritige mull be introduced between the Forejkin 
and the nut, fo as frequently to injeft a hlt.'e milk and 
water. 

The patient fi^iould be particularly careful againft flop- 
ping to evacuate urine in the open air ; for although this 
is apparently of little fignification, it is not uncommon for 
the cold air to occafion a ixxMen check to the running, and 
a bubo or fwelled tellicle to be the confequence. 

By all means avoid all fuch remedies as are promifed to 
flop the running immediately. It is ufual with many prac- 
titioners to apply aftringent injeftions ; but whenever the 
difcharge is unfeafonably reftrained, and the virulent mat- 
ter thereby blocked up, before the infeftipn is totally car- 
lied off by medicines that cleanfe the parts and evacuate the 
^oi^on, a confirmed lues will certainly be the confequence ; 
for reafon alone fufEciently points out that if humours flow 
to any particular part and find no pafTage for their running 
off", they muft fwell the parts more; therefore flopping fluxes 
ought to be one of the laft intentions put in execution, and 
a virulent gonorrhcea ought never to be flopped till proper 
revulfions are made and correftives have preceded : then, 
and then only may corroborants be applied. 

A celebrated writer on this fubjeft defines the venereal 
virus to be *' an extremely fine, volatile, faline fluid, fub- 
tile, attraflive, corrofive, and very penetrating." No one, 
perhaps, will queftion the truth of this definition. Now it 
may eafily be conceived how readily a fluid of this nature 

is 
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is abforbed ihroug'a the pores of fuch a foft and fenfible part 
3s the penis, during the local heat in the a6l of coition. It 
is Ratural to fuppofe that as the heat abates, the pores gradu- 
ally clofe, and by that means fliut up this infeftious fluid. 
The human body being fo framed as to have a general ten- 
*iency to throw off whatever is injurious to health, it is the 
<^hny of a medical praftitioner to obferve which way nature 

N points, and to ajjift inftead of counteraBiiig her intentions. 
It mav, therefore, judly be afked, whether it be prudent^ 
*o interrupt the progrefs of nature in her intentions of the 
^'irulerrt gonorrhoea ? — If before the heat i?i coittt be totally 
abated, and the pores clofed, a proper detergent was made 
^^'C of,expericnce provesthatinfeftion might he prevented ; 
^i^it after the virus has been ahforbed, and nature has fhewn 

i ^hich way {hewifiicsto free herfelf, it is certainly wrong to 
^ounteraB: her. This is further confirmed "by confidering 
^hat in the fpecles of infeftion where there is no difcharge, 
^ cure is always mere difficult; and affo that if the difcharge 
^ too fmall, a 'bubo is generally the-confequence. 

It is not here to be underflood, as objefting to all kinds 

^ ^f inje6iion whatever, for it is not the mode, but the com,' 
P^fuion and premature ufe thereof, that is cenfured. In- 
J^^Hous are proper : Ev-en in the moil inflammatory /late 
*^"i-)llicnt and anodyne ones are ufeful ; an^l it frequently 
^^•^ppens that a gleet will remain, after the mofl judicious, 
^^^atment, which can only be Hopt by an aftringent in- 
j^'^tion. 

An attention to thefe particulars in order to abate or lefTen 
local fymi.to.;s, and at th: fame time taking regularly 

the 
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llje Parifian Vegetable Syrup, in order to eradicate the in- 
feftion, will, if taken at an early period, generally put a 
check to the difeafe in this flage ; but it commonly hap- 
pens to patients who have been repeatedly infefted with ' 
this diforder that a gleet will remain even after the moft 
proper treatment : It is therefore of the utmoft confequence 
for the patient to be afTured of the venereal virus being 
eradicated. For this purpofe the following are recom- 
mended as the moft certain methods : 

When the matter of the running is foft and well digefted; 
when the inflammation, fmart of urine, and fliooting pains 
are entirely fubdued ; when the penis is fo free from all 
pain that it will bear to be fqueezed, handled, or thcglans 
griped, without any complaint of forencfs, more than is 
ufual from a rough handling that member ; when the pa- 
tient is free from involuntary cre61ions, and the matter is 
tenacious and ropy ; and above all, if there arc the appear- 
ances of little threads of matter refembling vermicelli float- 
ing in the urine as foon as made, or the ftains on the hnen 
become of fmall extent, not bigger than a pea, the gleet 
may fafely be fupprelfed by a mild mjefticn.

SECOND oil CHANCRE STAGE. 

IF the diforder be what is termed a virulent gonorrlioea 
"not venereal, it will moft afTuredly be carried off by the 
itiode of treatment already prefcribcd, without any further 
A'lnptoms arifmg ; but if it be a venereal gonorrhcea, it will 
fometinies happen, that after an increafing inflammatory 
ftate of fome days, fecondary fymptoms will appear. 

It will be urged that a chancre is frequently the firjt token 
to a patient of his having received the inleftion, and in that 
^•afe, cannot be called the Jecond ftage. 'J his niuft be 
granted ; but it is here called the fecond ftage, bccaufe, it 
is in general preceded by an inflammation and difcharge. 
It is likewife a criterion whereby to determine the difeafe 
to be venereal, and to judge of the propriety and ncceffity 
.of adminiflering mercury, which can never fafcly be done 
if there are none of the fecondary fymptoms. 

It will be necelfary, .however, before entering into the 
particulars of this ftagc, to obferve, that during a courfe of 
the Vegetable Syrup, the ufe of Mercury is not deemed 
''^f-CffJary ; but as this treatife is written for general ufe, and 
^"ill therefore probably fall into the hands of many who 
'^•^y, either not have the opportunity of procuring the 
^> rup, or elfe he prepoirelfed in favour of the fpccific 
.♦juallty of Mercury, this work would not have been 
thought fufhciently perfe6^ and ufeful, unlefs fuch peifons 
^vere inflrutied how and iclim to apply that remedy with 
pi-opriety, and fafety. 

H SYMPTOMS

SYMPTOMS and INSTRVCTlONS.—CIiancres ap- 
pear at firft like a liu!e eryfipelatous inHammation, witli 
i.c.hing. They rcfcmble the ulcers in the mouth, com- 
monly known by the name of cankers, and though they 
may appear on any part of the hoAv, are moflly on or near 
the pubes : There arife from the inflammation Httle red 
pimples, filled with a tranfparent fluid, fometimes becom- 
ing white; upon thefe breaking fmall fpreading flubborn 
ulcers are formed, which are painful, Inflamed, fore and 
unequal at the bottom, with hard, afii coloured edges, 
covered with v/hltifh {loimhs. 

O 

Chancres as well as ulcers of all kinds, /liould be kept 
clean by wafliing frequently in milk and water. If the 
difchargc frorn the vireihra be little or none, thefe ffiould 
not be healed up too haflily ; but if they remain obflinate 
and the edges become callous, fprinkle a little red precipi- 
>ate thereon after tb.e walking, and apply a little dry lint. 

Chryflalines are fmall thin bladders, filled with a clear 
tranfparent liquor, and are lodged on the prepuce. The 
fluid being let out, they are feldom attended with any difa- 
greeable confequences. 

Bubo. — l^his fymptora will arife in every flage of the 
diforder. They feldom happen any where but in the groin, 
hut inflances have been known of their arifing in the arm 
pits. They generally tend very flov/ly to fuppuration ; it 
is therefore thcbeft method to endeavour at difperfing them. 
— The Vegetable Syrup generally will have this eflfeft ot 
itfelf ; but thofe who think it necefFary, or wifh to hafleu 
the cure, may rub in about a dram of merciiriak ointment 

every 
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every night, not upon the bubo, but in the infide of that 
tliigh. But if nature particularly points out a fuppuration, 
and by the increafe of inflammation that flatc feems ap- 
proaching, the fooner it is completed, the more perfcft and 
fatisfaftory will be the cure. The common bread poultice 
may be applied warm, or if that cannot be complied with, 
a foft plaifter with galbanum upon it. — Purging muft, in 
this latter cafe, be forborn, and the diet may be more 
generous. 

Swelled Tejlicltis. — This fymptom arifcs either in the fliil 
or fecond ftage, particularly when the running is unfearon- 
ably checked, by cold, hard drinking, fh-ong violent purges, 

violent excrcife, or ihe too early ufe of aftringents. 

Bleeding h fometimes necelTary in this fymptom, if the in- 
flammation runs high. Fomentations are of fingular fer- 
vice. Poultices of bread and milk, foftened with a little 
oil or elder ointment, are proper, and ought conftantly to 
he applied when fhe patient is in bed. When he is up, 
the tcfllcle fhould be kept warm, and fupported by a bag 
trnfs, or by a cloth or handkerchief, which may eafily be 
contrived fo as to prevent the weight of the lellicle having 
any efFcft. 

Pkymojis and Paraphymojii in this ilage too commonly 
conceal ulcers, therefore ought to be kept perfe61!y clean 
with a fyringe ; and in fome cafes it is necelfary to have 
the glans fet at liberty by an inciflon. 

In all the above cafes, a ftri6l and regular attention to 
adminiflering the vegetable fyrup is to be obferved, eltlier 
wilhojrwiil.out ih: Ldlitioi a' remedies a jove recommended.

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But if by neglect, improper treatment, the virulence of 
the infeflion, or from any other caufe, the diforder is not 
flopped, a confirmed Lues enfiies, when the virus being 
a6l;ually received into the blood, mixes with the feveral 
fecretions, and circulating through every part, taints the 
whole habit. 



OF T H E 

THIRD OR COxNFIRMED STAGE. 

IF a perfon having received tlie infefiion, attended with 
ifs local rymptoms, be properly cured, the complaint never 
returns without afrelh inlcitiou ; but if through negligence 
of the patient, or improper treatment in the praftiiioner, 
the diforder is not happily ended in its local fiage, inllead of 
a Gonorrhoea, a Lues Venerea is the confequence ; and the 
diforder returns perhaps a long time after, with an aggra- 
vation of fdme or all its former fymptoms, and a numerous 
tribe oi additional ones. 

The figns of a confirmed Lues are pains in the head and 
joints, ^vhich are particularly troublefome in the night, and 
^^'hen the patient is warm in bed ; fcabs and fcurly eiup- 
tions In various parts, particularly about the mouth, upon 
the forehead and temples, behind the ears and fprcading 
upon the head, of ayellowiflr colour, refembling a honey- 
comb ; by degrees thefe fpread over otlier parts of the body, 
and in time the puftules are covered with broad crufty fcabs, 
that deftroy the roots of the hair, and baldnefs is the 

confequence. 
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confequence. When thefe eruptions fcale ofF they leave a 
mark behind nearly of a chocolate colour. Corroding ul- 
cers are fometimes formed, which beginning about the 
throat gradually creep by the palate towards the cartilage of 
the nofe, which they dellroy ; the gums become ulcerated, 
the breath ofFenfive, and the whole fauces painful and in- 
flamed. Sometimes thefe ulcers eating thi-ough the bone, 
3 paflfage is formed from the mouth to the nofe. 

Venereal ulcers happen upon the palms of the hands, foles 
of the feet, behind the ears, in the infide of the lips, or 
about the anus, which are attended with great forenefs and 
pain, and a thin matter oozes from them. 

If the venereal matter falls on the ears it occafions a fing- 
ing noife, pain, thicknefs of hearing, and fometimes total 
^^"afncfs, whilft the internal fubftance of the ears becomes 
^xulcerated, and a caries of the bones follows. 

If it falls on the eyes, the eye-lids are rough, the eyes 
^ffefted with pain, itching, and inflammation, dimnefs of 
fight, fometimes total blindnefs, and a difcharge of a fliarp 
^'atery humour. 

Sometimes excrefcences arife in the middle of bones : 
their fpongy ends become brittle and eafily break, or they 
*ire foft and bend like wax. He'-d moveable tumours, like 
^^e King's evil, are formed in the neck, arm-pits, groin, 
^c, and fometimes the periofteum fwelling becomes hard, 
snd forms thofe tumours called nodes. 

NoBurnal paim — that is acute pains in the arms, fhlns, 
jomts, and particularly in the head, which come on while 
i^i bed, and go ofT towards the morning, generallv torment 
H 3 ' the 
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the patient in this ftage of the difeafe. Though fome of 
thefe are fuperficial, yet often they are deep fixed, and j 
great!y refemblc gouty and rheumatic pains. 

Chancres. — ^Thefe are a fymptom in the firft ftage ; but 
in the confirmed ftate they are generally more callous, are 
in clufters, and commonly attended with ulcers in the throat, 
nofturnal pains, &c. 

Buboes. — If thefe arife any length of time after infefilon, 
and are accompanied by fore throat, veneteal ulcers, &c. 
they may be deemed a fure fign of a confirmed cafe. 

There are fymptoms peculiar to the fair fex, as an over- 
flowing or a fuppreffion of the menfes, the whites, fcirrhas 
or cancer of the breafts, hyfteric alFeftions, inflammation; 
abfcefs, fcirrhus, gangrene, ulcer or cancer of the womb ; 
they are frequently barren or fubjeft to abortion ; or if they* ^ 
bring children into the world, they are perhaps half rotten. 

It is not to be fuppofed, that all thefe fymptoms are al- 
ways to be met with at the fame lime, or in the fame pa- 
tient, in either ftage; but fo many being defcribed, a perfon 
may be enabled to judge from the different appearances this 
diforder puts cn, whether he has not juft grounds to fup- 
pofe his complaint to be venereal. 

To the afureraentioned fymptomatical catalogue, dread- 
ful as it Is, might be added many others, for this direful 
malady ftecuentl)' puts on the appearance of other diforders, 
and hence many unfortunate peifons labour for years under 
affh£lIons originating from a venereal caufe, miftakirig them 
for gout or rheumatic pains; alfo palfies, convulfions, aiib- 
was, &c. may all arife from a veneral taint, for there is 

fcarcely 
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fcarcely any diflemper that has put on fo many different 
fhapes, or been attended with fuch a- variety of fymptoms; 
and if proper relief be not timely obtained, the vital as well 
as natural and animal funflions are depraved ; the body be- 
comes emaciated and unfit for motion ; and the unfortunate 
vlclim awaits with impatience the kind meflenger of death, 
to put a period to his mlferable exiftence. 



AS the faculty in general have recourfe to mercurial pre- 
parations in this complaint, and as moft of the com.pofitions 
fold under different titles of pills, drops, tinfiures, &c. have 
Mercury for their bafis, it may be proper to fet forth the 
danger and inefhcacy of that deftruftlve mineral. 

There are not wantmg fufficient authorities amongft me- 
dical praftitioners, both ancient and modern, to prove the 
^nefficacy of mercury in the cure of the venereal difeafe ; 
and even thofe who are bigotted to its ufe, as the only fpe- 
cific in general pra61ice, afferting it to be a lafe medicine in 
the hands of a fkilful praftitioner, yet muft acknowledge, 
that when applied by the inexperienced, it is always dan- 
gerous, and very often deftruftive. 

The Greeks fuppofed this fluid to be corrofive and poi- 
fonous ; it was firff introduced into medicine by the Ara- 
bians externally againft various cutaneous maladies. About 
the end of the 13th century it was in praftice M'ith fome of 
the European phyficlans ; but was not generally eftabHfhed 
till the beginning of the 16th century, when it began 
to be mternally ventured on in venereal and fome other 
^^^eafes. Quickfilver, 
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Quickfilver, it is true, has been given Internally in many- 
cafes, without prejudice, even to a large quantity ; but the 
external application of it hath very often proved injurious 
to thofe who in the venereal dlfeafe have made the unhappy 
experiment. A great many it hath proved fuddenly de- 
flruftive to ; hath caufed a tremor, infenfibility, palfy, 
perpetual lamenefs to fome ; to others an ill and frequently 
incurable habit of body. 

" The cure by Untlion (fays Fernelius) is attended with 
much danger to the nerves, and rather eafes the complaints 
by its cold ftupefaftive, quality, than eradicates the fomes; 
and though the humours are drained away in large quantities, 
yet the diftemper returns oftentimes, and the patient after 
MANY YEARS of his fuppofed cure, relapfes and grows 
worfe than ever." 

J. B. Montanus gives an account of a perfon, felzed 
with an epilepf)- immediately upon being anointed, and 
fays. That if any receive a cure thereby it muft be by ac- 
cident. 

Falloplus obferves, that if the diftemper be not at firfl: 
fubdued by Mercur)', it will be ufelefs to apply that remedy 
afterwards; and he gives inftances of patients who had been 
anointed and nodes arifmg on the fhin bones fome years 
after, he opened them, and found the quickfilver in their 
pores. 

And an eminent pbyfician of our own times obferves, 
that if mercurial ointment be rubbed upou a chancre, be- 
ginning bubo, &c. and repeated daily three or four times, 
it will remove the appearance of the difeafe from the parU 

but 
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hut It Will drive it into the conftitulion. Alfo, that in a 
Scorbutic or fcrophu.'ous habit, tainted with the venereal, 
if a fmall quantity of mercurial ointment be rubbed on any 
part of the body, it will in many inflances produce a violent 
Salivation, that in fpite of all forts of remedies will run on 
^or feveral weeks, the patient reduced in ftrength, and the 
^^int ftill remain, though the falivation has been fo inordi- 
nate. 

But however free from danger the ufe of quickfilver may 
fome of its preparations are exceedingly poifonous ; 
but above all (fays Dr. Allen) the corro/we Jubl'mate. — ■ 
'^iiis, like raging fire, catches and deftroys all before it." 

Inftances are given by ancient v/riters, of perfons fud- 
^^nly dropping down dead on the adminiflration of mercu- 
^^•il pills ; and many of them declare mercury to bea poifon 
^^sd in any form whatever, being injurious to the nerves, 
its cold ftupefaftive quality inducing tremors, palfies, 
^onvulfions, and a train of the moft baneful nervous fymp- 
*^ms. Thefe notions, however, would now be deemed 
'^'^Uhufiaftic and abfurd, as no doubt but mercury has fre- 
quently been adminiftered lo advantage ; yet it requires a 
§"""31 deal of fldll, both in the diforder and the preparation, 
render it fafe and produ6live of good effcfts. 
is no uncommon cafe for patients under very eminent 
P'attiiioners, to be pronounced perfeftly cured, the fymp- 
^^'^is having totally difappeared, and yet the difeafe will 
' ^^expeftedly return again, perhaps with greater rage and 
Violence than before. This generally proceeds from wrong 
^eafures taken at firll: ; for there is a material difference 

betweeu 
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between dejlroying the virus, and obliging the fymptoms 
to difappear. A few dofes of calomel mixed with the cotn- 
nion purging pill, by weakening the fpring of the fibres, 
will, in many inllances oblige the diforder to difappear and 
retreat into the habit ; but the virus is not thereby deflroy- 
cd; it only lurks in the blood, and mull confequcntly break 
out again as foon as the folids have recovered their former 
tone and vigour. 

A very eminent and ingenious pra6titioner a few years 
back publiflied a pamphlet, rccomending a faiine prepara- 
tion of mercury, which being lubbed with a fufficient quan- 
tify of any mild powder, is applied to the mouth in fmall 
portions, where, by a proper degree of frit^ion, it is ab- 
forbed immediately, and (he obferves) produces its fuH 
cffefts upon the fyftem, without doing injury to the ftomach < 
or bowels. — This, however, is a horrid method, and tho' it 
may poffiblybc found in fome cafes to anfwer the intention» 
yet its application is often attended with difagreeable elFe 61Sf 
and its difadvantages have been found to more than couH' 
terbalance its advantages. The follow'ing cafe, will fuffi' 
ciently illuftrate the indegancy (to give it no harflier epithet) 
of this method : 

A gentleman with a recent 'n'e^ion was apparently curc^ 
by mercurials ; but fome time alter he was iurprifed by the 
appearance of a fraall very fiubboru ulcer. To cure this» I" 
he applied the method of abforption above-mentioned, an^l 
perlevered in it till his teeth became black and difagreeabl^f 
his breath was rendered fo offenfive that no perfon couli 

beaf 
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Bear to come within fome yards of him, he was totally 
emaciated, but the ulcer was not removed, and his injured 
conflituiion dearly experienced the horrors and inefficacy 
of this appUcation. He took only fix bottles of the medi- 
cine recommended in iliC following pages : at the end of 
the third the ulcer was healed, and at the completion of the 
fifth his conftitution was reflored to a degree of aftonifh- 
ment. 

Allowing, however, for a moment, that Mercury hath 
fufficicnt power to eradicate the venereal virus ; yet there 
are two fubftantial reafons for forbearing the ufe of it, where 
^ore fafe and efficacious remedies may be had recourfe to. 

One objc61ion to the ufe of mercury is, the danger to 
^vhich the patient is expofcd fli.ouid he happen to take cold 
^vhilfl: under a courfe of it. Many perfons are fo negligent 

to ufe mercurials without takino; the leafl care either to 
3void cold, or obferve a proper regimen ; the confequence 
of fuch condutl muft be obvious. The metropolis pro- 
ducesdaily too many infiances oFthe propriety of this ob* 
Jefiion : perfons vend their diabolical compofitions under 
^''irious names, pretending that they n;av be taken without 
^'ly confinement or rcltji^;iion, being free from every dan- 
Serous quality ; when the facl is, they are '* mere vehicles 

corrofive fublimate," and if the unfortunate perfons who 
S^t into their clutches by any accident take cold, they foon 
^^c^l, and perhaps have reafon never to forget, the fatal 
■^ffetls thereof. A judicious pratlilioner will adminiftcr 
Mercurials with the utmoil caution ; and give his patient 

particular 
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pariicnlar direftions to avoid fuch danger, well laio wing 
that wiLhout care the remedy often proves woife than the 
dift-afe. 

A fecond objeftion to the ufe of mercury is, that even a 
lalivation does not evacuate it out of the fyftem, and it is of 
fo fubtile a nature, that it is not polTible to fay how long it 
may lie dormant andimperceptibte, yet its action be repro- 
duced by many cafual circumflances incident to the human 
frame ; and in the courfe of praftice variety of cafes have 
been met with wherein a falivatlon hath returned after every 
effort hath been made to evacuate the mercury from the 
fyftem. Thefe affcrtions are not made merely by way of 
inveighing againfl mercury ; but they are founded on prac- 
tice as well as on the opinion of feveral of the moft emi- 
nent of the faculty : Dr. Saunders, Dr. Brocklelby, Mr. 
Bromfield, Mr. Hou-ard, and Mr. Perry have publicly 
declared tbemfclves to the fame cffeft ; and two Inllances 
are particularly recorded; one of a perfon, who after fali- 
vation and an appearance of perfeft recovery, caught cold 
in a fliower of rain, had a fecond fallvation in confequence, 
and died in a few days ; the other of a young lady, who 
died of a fecond falivation, which caufed a mortification. 

Such evidence of the danger and Inefficacy of mercury 
one would fuppofe fufBcient to deter people from the ufe 
of remedies fo hazardous even if fkilfully admininlftercd ; 
but particularly from applying in their diftrefs to thofe ig- 
norant perfons who impudently fport with the lives of their 
fellow mortals. 
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TO be of fervice to our fellow creatures is one of the 
grand duties incumbent on mankind in general ; and whether 
it is done by giving eafe and health to the afflifled, 
relievincr the diftrefTed, or in whatever manner it is in 
our power to be of public utility, it it is our duty to do 
it to the utmoft of our abilities. It is neceflary, therefore, 
after fhewing the inefEcacy of the general mode of treat- 
iTient in venereal cafes, to recommend a remedy that fhall 
polTefs all the excellencies required, without any of the dif- 
agreeable qualities. 

The venereal virus being " a fluid fubtlle, volatile, at- 
tra8.ive, corrofive and penetrating," it requires a remedy 
at leaft equally fubtile, volatile, and penetrating, whofe 
actions may be extended into the moft extreme parts of the 
Vafcular fyflem, and counteraft the malignant qualities of 
the infefted virus. Such a remedy is lo be found in the 

PARISIAN VEGETABLE SYRUP, 
Known as auniverfal remedy in all impurities of the blood, 
<ind particularly recommended as a cure for the venereal 
difeafe, however complicated the diforder or dreadful the 
fymptoms, having cffefted many furprizing cures, not only 
*n recent gonorrhoea and fimple cafes, but in old inveterate 
Complicated cafes, when falivation, antimonials, and the 
^eco6lion of the woods have been tried to little or no 
purpofe. 

This elegant remedy is produced from vegetables only, 
^vuhout a fingle particle of mercury, or any pernicious ar- 
ticle. It is agreeable to the tafle, fimple and uniform in 
its aftion, promoting moderately every evacuation, and 
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though fo mild that If. may be adminlflere(l with fafety to 
children at the breafl:, or women during every ftage of 
pregnancy ; yet it is To powerful and fubtile, that there is 
no part of the human body which tlie particles of it do not 
reach, confequently there arc no fymptoms that efcapc its 
operation. The chyle being impregnated with it, it is con- 
veyed into the moll; minute velfel : there are no glands 
which it does not' pervade, no lamina of the bones between . 
which it does not Aide, and no capillary velfels which it 
will not penetrate. 

The danger when injudicioufly admlniftered, and the 
frequent inefficacy of mercury in the venereal difeafe, have 
been allowed by medical writers the moft refpeftable for 
candour and knowledge. Even thofe who are bigotted to 
its ufe, as being fafe in the hands ofa judicious practitioner, 
and infiH on its being the ONLY fpccific in a confirmicd 
cafe, muft own, that in a recent infcflion mercury is not 
only unnecefTary, but often prejudicial. Boerhaave afferts 
that " in gouorrhceas, lodg;;d where the humours are 
fcarcely perceptible, mercury never effefts a cure ; and it 
is abfoluteiy inefTeflual where the virus has gained ground, 
and is feated in the fmallcr veife's." — Buchan obferves, 
tliat " if mercury be taken too earl\^ in a gononhoea it does 
mifchlef;" and Hunter feems ol opinion, that after a cer- 
tain quantity of mercury hath been adminiftered in con- 
firmed cafes, the complaint, in many inftances, is abfoluteiy 
changed into a new difeafe, or complication, in which he 
acknowledges the efficacy of the Vegetable Syrup. 
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From the Joint opinion of eiTiinent writers, ancient and 
modern, therefore, we mayjullly infer, i. That JVIercury 
is by no means a fpecific for the venereal difeafe in any 
ftage.— 2. That in a recent infefllon it is injurious.- — 3.

of adminiftcring mercury is to rub about a dram of mer- 
curial ointment in the in fide of the thighs, every nigh.t at 
going to bed, at the fame time taking this fyrup regular]\'. 
The ufe of mercury is thus rendered not only fafer, but 
much more efficacious ; for the fyrup enters into contaft 
with it, carries it through thofe minute vefTels in which its 
pafTage would otherwifc be obflru£led, and prevents thofe 
dlfagreeable confequences, which often enfue, from mercury 
continuing in the fyflem after the difeafe hath been eradi- 
cated. A gentleman of the faculty, of extenfive prac- 
tice in one of the univerfities, who has much adminiftered 
and recommended this fyrup, (and to whom alone I am in- 
debted for this information) alTures me, that by this method 
he hath been able to remove the moll: obftinate fymptoms, 
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having never experienced a failure or difagreeable coiife- 
quences. 

Mercury being fo hazardous a medicine, when unfkil- 
iiiUy applied, young people fiiould be extremely cautious 
to whom they apply, the firll time of receiving the infec- 
tion, as in general they too eagerly run to any perfon who 
promiies fpeedy relief, and thereby often receive irrepara- 
ble injury. 

This medicine was originally publifhed as a fpecific in 
fcorbutic and venereal taints only, in which it has happily 
fucceeded though of the mofl malignant nature, and where 
the ilrongeft mercurials have failed. 

In venereal cafes, it cannot be fufHclently recommended, 
on account of its peculiar fafety to the conftitution — a pro- 
perty which gives it a fuperiority over all mercurial prepa- 
rations whatever. In a recent cafe, it abates the inflam- 
mation, and carries off the offending humours. In con- 
firmed ones, it gradually removes the moft obftinate fymp- 
toms; and whenever the conftitution has fuffered from an 
imprudent ufe of mercury, this fyrup is the only medicine 
that can be of fei vice ; for it afts as a reftorative to the con- 
ftitution, and removes thofe gouty, rheumatic and other 
pains, with which the patients are frequently affllfted, after 
other fymptoms of the difeafe have entirely difappeared. 

Such a remedy is particularly recommended to thofe un- 
fortunate women who have been injured by the imprudence 
of their hufbands, and have every reafon to expe6l they 
fhall bring into the world an infefted offspring : In fuch a 
cafe, mercury cannot be admiiiiilered without the grcateft 
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danger both to the mother and child; but by taking this 
fyrup, the mother may not only be herfelf freed from a 
dreadful complaint, but alfo be enabled to bring forth st 
found and healthy offspring. 

In the ufe of the vegetable remedy herein recommended, 
it is to be noted, as to the time required for perfeftinga cure, 
that befides the degree of infeftion, the age and conftitu- 
tion of the patient, as alfo the addition of other acrimo- 
nious humours, is to be confidered, fo as to render it im- 
poffible to fix any certain time for a radical cure. In fomc 
conftitutions where immediate application has been made, 
Or when the precautions before recommended have been 
taken, three or four bottles have cured a recent infeflion, 
and in others it hath required fix or eight ; but there can be 
little doubt, by a proper attention to the direftions, of effeft- 
ing a cure; and as the reftriftions required during its ad- 
miniftration are only refpefting regimen, violent exercife, 
and to abftrain from venery, it may be taken without con- 
finement or hindrance of bufinefs. 

An obfervation is proper to be made here, which is equal- 
ly applicableto any creditablepublic medicine : a perfon who 
bas laboured under a violent diforder for many years, per- 
baps, and has probably in the courfe of that time fuffered a 
great deal very patiently whilft under a regular praftitioner; 
if hefhould think proper to try zny adverii/ed medicine, and 
it does not in a manner work a miracle, he gives it up, con- 
demm the medicine, and villifies the proprietor ; when pro- 
bably if he hadperfevered but afhort time longer, he would 
Wve found the relief he wlHied for.

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In refpeft to the prefent medicine, it fhould be imder«»' 
flood, that in many cafes, not only perfeverance is necef- 
fary, as it correfts and purifies the whole mafs of blood and 
juices; but alfo that it is not uncommon for the patient to 
take half the quantity requifite for a radical cure before he 
perceives any benefit. This will be further exemplified in 
the annexed cafes. From perfons, therefore, who (hall fa- 
vour this medicine with an impartial trial an implicit obe- 
dience to the direflions is expefted, 

" I mull make one lemark here, as being of the utmoft 
confequence, both for the faiisfaftion of the patient, and to 
my own reputation. It has been proved, in the former part 
of this work, that mercury may lie dormant a confiderable 
time in the human body, and afterwards be accidentally 
brought again into aflion. In fome of the following cures 
it will be feen that this vegetable remedy has had that effe6l 
in fome old and obftinate cafes, where a great deal of mer- 
cury had before been liberally adniiniftered, infomuch that 
my patients have been fometimes doubtful of the truth of 
my afTurance, that there was no mercurial preparation in 
the fyrup. Much pains too has been taken in order to per- 
fuade the public that this medicine was " a mere vehicle of 
corrofive fublimate." A judicious public need not be told 
how prafticable it is, though at the fame time how illiberal^ 
to exhibit a bottle of Vegetable Syrup, with corrofive fub- 
lirnate, and falfely to alfert that it was the medicine of an 
opponent. 

*' Inot only declare, that in the compofition of the genuine

m'lt it to any impartial chymill to analyfe; and in order 
that every patient may himfelf judge of the truth of my af- 
fertion, 1 have added to the end of this pamphlet, fundry 
methods of recovering mercury into its original fhape ; by 
which it may be eafily known whether any preparation be 
mercurial.

CASES. 

MANY treatifes have been written upon the Venereal 
Difeafe, but very few of the authors of fuch publications 
have endeavoured to point out to youth the difnial confe- 
quences which fometimes attend that dire complaint, and 
earneftly engage them to fhun even the chance of con- 
trafting themiferable difeafe, by avoiding all illicit commu- 
nication. The reafon is obvious; thefe treatifes being 
written chiefly with a view to recommend their own prac- 
tice and mode of treatment, inftead of warning mankind of 
the danger, they have abfolutely encouraged them to it, by 
fetting forth the eafe and certainty of a cure ; and few, very 
few, if any, have had candour enough to confefs, that in 
fome inftances, no remedy hath been difcovered which 
could effeft a cure ; in many the remedy applied hath prov- 
ed as fatal as the difeafe, and thoufands though cured, 
perhaps, of the difeafe in the body, have a fting left behind, 
which can be cured only by the " Great Phyfician" of 
returning Prodigals, Therefore 
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Therefore although in fome of the following and a 
variety of other cafes, cures have been efFefted by this 
fyrup, when the patient hath been bereft of every hope of 
obtaining relief; let it not be prefumed from thence, or 
from any extraordinary inftance, that there is no cafe fo 
defperate but what a cure may be relied on as a certainty. 

There have been inftances, no doubt, when the patient 
has had every medical affiftance pofhble, and yet hath fallen 
a facrifice to the wretched diforder. Nay inftances are re- 
corded, where the progrefs of the infeftion has been fuch. 
that in a few hours a mortification hath taken place. If, 
then, this treatife falls into the hands of any young reader, 
who hath never yet been tainted with this fore difafter, Let 
him here take warning ! Let him not prefume too much on 
his own conftitution becaufe of the wonderful efficacy of 
this fyrup ! Let him avoid the neceflity of applying to it. 
Look not upon the wine when it is red, zvhen it givetk its 
colour in the cup, when it moveth itfelf aright : At the lajl it 
biteth like a Jerpent and Jlingeth like an adder : Thine eyes 
Jliall behold Jlrange women^ and thine heart JJiall utter per* 
verje things. 

An elderly gentleman applied three days only after In- 
fetfion; the fymptoms he informed me appeared within 
twelve hours after coition, upon which he had taken fome 
gentle opening medicines by way of precaution. The parts 
w^ere much inflamed, and the difcharge great and much 
difcoloured. He obtained a radical cure, however, by 
three bottles. 

A young man who had fome years fince gone through a 
couffe of mercurials for a venereal infeftion was difcharged 
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from the hands of the faculty as cured. When he applied 
to me he was covered with large puftules from head to foot, 
but particularly his arms and thighs. His whole body was 
emaciated, his ftrength nearly exhauftcd, and to all ap- 
pearance a few weeks muft have put an end to his miferable 
exiftence. He was immediately put upon the ufe of the 
Vegetable Syrup, and by eight bottles was made quite a 
new creature.

To this 
he had ufed an outward application which gave him fome 
relief ; and he had taken the decoftion of the woods in 
large quantities. But finding no fubflantial benefit in any 
medicines he had taken, he had given up all hopes of a cure, 
and was with much difficulty prevailed on by 3 friend to 
apply to me. The moft flriking fymptoms that now afFefied 
him were an ulcerated throat, nodes upon both legs and one 
arm, violent noffurnal pains, and he6fic fever. I allured 
him that if he would put himfelf entirely under my direc- 
tion, there could be no doubt of his obtaining a cure. He 
immediately did fo, and was perfectly reilored. 

A gentleman who had been married upwards of two years 
anplied to mc in great anxiety, having a difcharge and iieat 
* ai 
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of urine exaftly fimilar to a frefli infeftion, though he de- 
clared it was five years fince he had any venereal complaint, 
^or had he fince his marriage taken any meafui-es whereby 
could receive a frefh infeftion. He related to me the

Symptoms united to confirm my opinion that his complaint

*efted ; that as foon as it was difcovered, he had applied 
|:p a perfon, and they were both, as nnagined, cured ; but 
Ihe had never been in health fince, and had twice mifcar- 
^'ed. The hufband had but few dlfagreeable lymptons 
^pvv, the chief being nofturnal pains, accompanied wiili 
"^''olent prickings in the part of generation. The poor wo- 
's conftitution had luffered vcrv much. The diforder 
•^f the body, added to the anguilh of her mind, had render- 



her truly an objeft of compalnon. I immediately put 
^em both upon a courfe of my Vegetable remedy, at the 
**'^e time recommending a flri£l attention to regimen, and

The f}-mptoms now were feveral 
lumps and forenels under and about the root of the tongue, 
fides of the throat and palate ; all much fwelled, and fecm- 
ed at times that the \mder jaw was quite benumbed; pains 
in the groin and thighs, and violent itching of the penis. 
I have taken five bottles of your fyrup, and beg to know 
whether 1 may depend upon a cure by perfevering in it, as 
many of the fymptoms are not yet removed." This cafe 
was extremely obflinate ; but the gentleman obtained a 
radical cure, though it was fome time firff, for while he 
was under the mercurial medicines at firlt alluded to, he 
caught a violent cold. 

" NecefTity induces me to lay my cafe before you, a 
cafe which has baffled feveral phyficians and furgeons, who 
are under the denomination of being the firft of their pro- 
felTion in London. Lalt Augufl I ibund myfelf infeftcd 
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Vfhh the venereal difeafe, upon which I made application 
to a furgeou, who gave me a preparation of merci^ry. I 
continued under liis dire6llon for thi ee months, at which pe- 
riod I found myfelf fome degrees worfe than at my commence- 
ment ; ray throat was ulcerated in fuch a manner as to ren- 
der me incapable of fpeaking to be underftood, or taking 
the fmalled nourifliment without putting myfelf to the molt 
excruciatiag pain. Then I made application to a feconj 
perfon, who gave me a different preparation, from vvhich 
I did not receive the leafl benefit ; again I applied to a 
ti)ird, who ufed me in like manner, this being about the 
2 ill of December, when I was obliged to quit an employ- 
ment 1 held, as being incapable of doing any thing. I was 
then admitted into an hofpital, where ! underwent a drench- 
ing of mercurial preparations for twelve weeks, which in 
faft had like to have lent me a journey 1 was yet ill pre- 
pared for. They all pronounced me in a decline, and never 
^o recover. I am now quite debilitated. After the drench- 
^ngs I have gone through my blood is ftill in the moft cor- 
y^ipt flate, as my hands are all breaking out, feeraingly 
^ike the fcurvy, and an inflammation with pimples on my 
private parts ; inwardly exceeding weak, with a moll vio- 
l^'nt cough, ail of wliicli 1 alcribe to my being treated in an 
injudicious manner." 

_ In a much worie flate than here defcribed was this pa- 
tient, when he was put upon a courfe of the Vegetable 
Syrup. — He took 20 bottles, accompanied by tjie farfapa- 
^dla decoftion with liquorice, barley-water, &fc. and was 
^eflored. 

A married woman in the counlry, about 34 years -&?^ge, 
^1 a weakly conftitution, received a venereal injury. In

of medicines for one month, the diforder feeming rather to 
increafe than diminilh, being in continual pain, attended 
vrith cold and hot fits alternately. She took fix bottles of 
the Vegetable Syrup, by which (he was greatly recovered 
and her conllltution mucii rellored. The dileale, however, 
was not yet fubdued; flie was therefore put under a regular 
courfe of the farfaparilla decoftion during the feventh and 
eightii bottles of the fyrup ; but being of a coflive habit, 
Ihe had hitkerto taken occafionally a dofe of falts recom- 
mended in the printed direftions ; which Ihe had gradually 
increafed to the quantity of an ounce and a half, without 
occafioning any extraordinary effefts.

A young gentleman of the ftriftell veracity applied fof 
advice in a diforder of the genitals. — Upon examination, ^ 
found a violent inflammation, a copious difcharge, attended 
%vith chancre, phymofis, chotdee, and iu fhort certain 
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fymptoms of the fecond Hage of a venereal infection. — h h 
Very certain he never had any connection with a female, 
confequently he denied the charge. That it was venereal 
ii; beyond a doubt, and that he received the infection fiom 
the feat of a privy is very evident. — It appeared, that about 
a fortnight before, he had occahon, at an inn upon the 
road, for the privy, which a perfon had To recently left 
that the feat was warm ; that he afterwards found upon the 
penis a very fmall quantity of whitifh matter, which he 
whiped off with his Ihirt, and two or three days after the 
inflammatory flate commenced — He was treated as a ve- 
nereal patient, and cured in a fliort time. — If would appear 
fiom this, that a perfon infeBed, not only with a plentiful 
difcharge, but ali'b perhaps with a chancre or ulcers, had 
accidentaily difcharged feme ofthe matter on the edge of tlie 
feat, which being immediately received by a found perfon, 
had conveyed a fufficiency of the virus, to communicate 
the infeftion. 

*' About three years fmce I had the misfortune to contrail; 
3 Venereal infeftion, which on applying to a furgeon was 
treated as a confirmed cafe, and the ufual application of 
mercury was adminiftered internally for upwards of fix 
Months, and was then pronounced cured, and entertained 
the fame ideamyfclf, as nothing remained in appearance to 
make me think otherwife. Since taking the mercury for 
the original complaint 1 have laboured under a very indiffe- 
rent ftate of health, whether hurt by the mercury or any 
other caufe I am not able to fay ; but my complaint for 
thefe two years part has been the piles, accompanied with 
a difagreeable refllefnefs in bed, dilluibed deep and lownefs 
ol fpirits ; and what is mofl: extraordinary, about three 
"^eeks fince, there appeared an itching about the glans, at- 
tended with a phymofis, and every morning a lodgment 

a fmall quantity of white matter behind the nut, which 
made me think it a return of the old diforder, for I was 
Convinced that it could not be a freflr infeftion, as I had 
^Voided all occafious that might hive caufed it. I 
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immediately applied your Vegetable Syrup, and have en- 
tered upon the fourth bottle, when the inflammation is 
much abated, therefore hope by a little perfeverance that 
I Oaall be quite rellored."

*' I have had the venereal difeafe for five years and a 
half. When I cantrafted it firll I found no fyrriptoms but 
a clear running. I have been taking mercury ever fmce I 
firft contrafled the infeftion, and have been falivatcd with- 
out any benefit. For two years 1 found nothing but the 
clear thin running, and then I found it all in my joints j 
they fweiled very much: I could not turn in my bed with- 
out help. I topk fweats and got better, but the pains in 
miy joints ftili c<5ntinued. In fix months alter I was again 
crippled, which continued for twelve months. — I. have now 
pains in all my bones, the joints of my elbows and knees, 
and fome of my fingers are fo that I have but little ufe of 
them. My fihoulders are fo painful thatitis with difficulty j 
I can lift my arm up. Night pains very bad,, and ulcers in ' 
my noftrils." — The above is the patient's own defcription at 
the time he entered upon the Vegetable Syrup.

— Yet not- 
withilanding all thefe di fad vantages, he was recovered to the 
erijoymerit of a better ftate of health than he had for many 

years before.-^ N. B. He took upwaids of two dozen 
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To Dr. HoDSON, A^o. 29, Halton-GarJcn. 
Two years fince I laboured under a venereal com- 
plaint, which feemed to bid defiance to mercury in every 
ftape. This dlfeafe raged with great violence till at lafl a 
bubo formed itfelf, and when ripe 1 fuffered a lancet to be 
applied to it, and my furgeon continued his mercurials in 
fuch quantities that I began to think the remedy worfe than 
the difeafe; at laft I had recourfe to your Vegetable Syrup, 
which cured me though in a long time.

Thefe I looked 
upon as hire fymptom.s of having caught a violent cold, 
which I attributed to the ufe of the mercury ; I immediately 
took near a pint of vinegar whey, which caufed a violent 
perfpiraiion, and next morning a dofe of falts, by which I 
was much relieved ; but that night my left tefticle fwelled 
to the fize of an egg or larger, - my teeth and gums became

The nature of this difeafe had bent him almoft double, and 
he had now kept his bed near twelve months, when the 
miniiler of the place applied to know if the Vegetable Sy- 
rup could afford relief.

A cabinet maker had laboured under a venereal com- 
plaint, highly complicated v.'ith the fcurvy, upwards of fix 
years. His body w^as covered with puftules of a putrid 
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nature. There was a large foetid ulcer on the right leg, 
and a fiftula in the perineum, through which the urine 
paffed, and gave him exquifrte pain. He h:id been twice 
falivated without effeft, notwithftanding which dreadful 
fyrnptorns, he was put under a courfe of this Vegetable 
Syrup.

The diforder had reduced him 
to a moft emaciated ftate, and rendered him an objetl truly 
deplorable. In the above-mentioned fituation he was put 
upon a courfe of the Vegetable Syrup, by the ufe of which 
in about a month he was enabled to fwallow with a degree 
of eafe, and in ten weeks every complaint was gradually 
removed, and the patient radically cured.

Proper inJlruB'ions to perfons doubtful, refpeBing the true 
difference between venereal fymptoms^ and thoje often 
7nijlake.n Jor them. 

THIS is the moft important article that can be recommended to the 
attention of any perlon who has ever been infe£tcd with this difeale ; 
for it commonly leaves fuch a depreffionupon the fpirits, particularly 
H'here large quantities of mercury have been adminiftered, that the 
patient is either driven todefpair, or forced into the hands of ignorant 
pretenders, who put him under treatment for a complaint, of which, 
probably he had not the lead fymptom. 

All eruptive diforders of the Ikin, if they happen without mani- 
feft caufe, and obftinatcly elude the force of medicine, are iigns of a 
Venereal taint ; but muft be diftinguiflicd from diforders of the Ikin, 
^vhich arc critical, and not venereal j or from yellow or livid fcorbutic 
fpots, which abound mofl where other marks of a confirmed fcurvy 
appear. 

Ulcers of the throat, nofc, palate, and gums, with rcttcnnefs of the 
tones contiguous, are often oblerved in an inveterate pox ; but to 
diftinguiOi thefe it muft be remarked, that venereal ulcers firft at- 
tack the tonfil glands and throat, then the gums, but more rarely 
and flow. Whilft, on the contrary, fcorbutic ulcers nrft attack the 
gums, and afterwards the iluoat. 

Venereal ulcers frequently Icize the nofe, with a rottennefs of the 
Subjacent bones ; but fcorbutic ulcers llidom if ever. 

Venereal ulcers corrode and form cavities j fcorbutic ones flioot out 
fpungy excrefcences, or proud fleifi. 

Venereal pains are gen rally incrtafed by the heat of the bed j 
whilft thofe of the fcurvy, gout, and rheumitifm, are cafed thereby. 

Venereal pains are chiefly confined to the folid or middle part of the 
bones of the legs and arms ; fccrbuuc cncs tc the joints and mem- 
traoeous parts of the body. 

Venereal 
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Venereal pams vAil not yield to common msdiciues, but others are 
removed by flannel, or warm weather. 

If a deep ft;ated violent pain has occupied the fame part for aeon- 
fidcrable time, obftinately rcfifting all remedies ; or, if the patient 
has been feizcd with a chillncfs for fcveral evenings together, fuc- 
cceded by a fcverifli heat, and fweats towards the raornine'-, they arc 
figns of a latent pox. 

If after chancres fuddcniy dried up, a bubo repelled, orgonorrh.xa 
reftramed, by art or accident, the fame complaints break out agam 
without frelh caufe, then it is evident the patient is poxed. ' 

Buboes, warts, chancres, or excrefcences, after an apparent cure, 
without mtmiacy with a fufpedled perfon, are certain figns of the 
ftrongeft infeftion. 

There are certain lymptoms peculiar to Women in the venereal 
difeafe, as a luppreffion or overflowing of the menfes ; fcirrhus or 
canc.>,r of the breaft ; hyftenc affeaions ; inflammation, fcirrhus ulcer 
or cancer of the womb j they are frequently barren, or fubjea to' 
abortion } or if they bring children into the world, thcv are ftrumous 
ncketty, heftical, and emaciated, or perhaps half rotten. ' 

But it is of the utmoft confequence for them to diftinguiflr a frcfli 
venereal from the Fluor Albus, or whites ; for as the former is ma- 
lignant and inflammatory, and the other commonly anfcs from weak- 
nefs and relaxation, the remedies are direftlv contrary. 

In the Fluor Albus the difcharge proceeds from the' vagina and the 
cavity of the womb, the menfes being feldom regular. But in the 
f onorrhcca it proceeds from parts contiguous to the urinary paifv^e 
and continues whilft the menfes flow. ' '-^ j 

In the Fluor Albus the dilcharge is attended with pains in the loin 
and lofs of ftrength, with feldom any inflammation or hcit of urine 
except after a long continuance of the difcharge, which becoming 
lharp, excoriates the furrounding parts. But in the p-onorrhosa th^ 
dilcharge is preceded by inflammation, itching and^icat of urine ■ 
there is a ftequent irritation to make water, and the oriiicc of the 
urinary pafTage becomes prominent and painful. 

In the fluor the difcharge comes on more gentle, and may be pro- 
duced from a variety of caufcs, as fprains, frequent abortion, long 
illncis, or irregularity of the menfes ; but in the gouorrha^a it often 
appears fuddcniy without any evident caufe. 

Laftly, The colour of the difcharge, in bad habits of bodv, is 
lOTiptimes the fame, viz. yellow or greenilh ; but is ufually more 
offenfive and greater in quantity : Whilft that of the gonorrhea is not 
attended with thofc lymptoms of weaknefs, as well as fmall in quan- 
tity, i,ut if an mflammation or chancre happen to fix won the 
Vagina Uten the qucftion is then put cut of all difpute/ and the 
djfcafe may fafely be pronounced venereal. '

But this medicine not being recommended as a general 
Specific, it may be ncceflary more particularly to point out 
in what cafes it is not a proper remedy, as well as where it 
■'^ill be elTentially ferviceable. 



Menfes departing, — This periodical difcharge generally 
^^afes between the age of 40 and 50. With fome it hap- 
pens earlier ; fometimes it quits them all at once, but moft 
^^Ommonly its departure is gradual. This period is gene- 
^■illy critical with the fex ; and proper remedies now 
Applied will free them from a troubleforae complaint the 
I- a remainder 
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remainder of their life. — The blood being always in a /late 
of impurity at this junfture, thefe Drops are not calculated 
for this diforder of the Change of Life ; but the Vegetable 
Syrup, mentioned in the former part of this pamphlet, is 
recommended as the moll fafe and certain remedy that can 
be adminiftered. 

Irregularities. — In young perfons this difcharge is fome- 
limes extremely irregular ; which may be occafioned either 
by a real deficiency or diforder in the powers of nature, or 
(which is too frequently the cafe) from imprudencies, and 
means ufed by themfelves (fuch as wafhing the feet in cold 
water, &c. at the expefled time) in order to check this pu- 
rifying difcharge, before they know its falutary efTefts. — It 
would be well, indeed, if mothers, and thofc who have the 
care of girls, would be more attentive to them at that age 
when this flux of nature is firft expefted ; for they ought 
then to have the beft advice and afliftance that can be pro- 
cured for them. 

For irregularities in the mcnflrual difcharge proceeding 
from any of the above-mentioned caufes, thefe Drops are 
often of great fervice, and can never do harm; but as a 
much better remedy, Dr. Hodfon recommends his Family 
Elixir, which for thefe complaints, will be found the beft i 
medicine, perhaps, in the world. 

Immoderate Flux. — A loo long continued, a too frequent 
return of the menfes, or any fuch difcharge as reduces tbf' 
patient's ftrength during the intervals of its return, is calle<i| 
immoderate. Women of foft lax habits, thofe who hav^l 
often mifcarried, and thofe who live in eafe and plenty* ' 
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are the moft frequent fubjefts of this complaint ; and more 
vigorous conftitutiuns fuffer this way when fubje£l to fud- 
den pafTions, violent exercifes, fedentary life, relaxation, or 
a full diet, confifling of high-feafoned or acrid food, &c. 

The quality of thefe fluxes may be injurious as well as 
the quantity. The Whites, as ufually called, are extremely 
hurtful to delicate women : however, the difcharge is not 
always white, but fometimes green, yellow, pale, or of a 
blackilh colour ; fometimes foul, fetid, fharp or corrofivGi 
When fuch are the fymptoms, a courfe of correftives is 
recommended to be firfl: adminiftered, after which thefe 
Drops will be found a moft excellent ftrengthener. 
. But it often happens that thefe complaints proceed from 
indolence, or the . exeeffive ufe of tea and other watry 
liquors. . Hence arifes an uncommon weaknefs and de- 
bility ; violent pains, inward waftings, tremors and nervous 
afPeiEllons ; for which tl>efe Drops are happily calculated, 
as well as for a weaknefs of the feminals, occafioned by a 
Variety of other caufes. They flrengthen the whole confti- 
tution, and remove moft of the complaihts attendant on a 
debilitated ftate of ithie bodv. 

Youth of both fexes, who have indulged themfelves irt 
imprudent habits, or thofe who in advanced life feel the 
effefts of youthful excefs, will find a happy relief in this 
medicine. The trembling and lownefs which attend thefe 
complaints generally go off in a fhort time, and thofe who 
had grown old, as it were, before their time, have been 
reftored to fecond youth by it. When the eye-fight has 
been weak, the limbs feeble, the memory impaired, an<3 
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even the mmd decayed with the body, a couife of thb 
medicine hath renewed the whole. 

Perfons thus afflifted, find themfelves difgufted at all 
amufements, abfent in company, ftupid and fenfelefs every 
' where ; and if they think at all, feel themfelves plunged 
into the deepeft melancholy. From all thefe miferies this 
remedy is calculated to afford relief ; but it fhould be ob- 
ferved, that perfeverance is often neceflary ; in all cafes a 
particular attention to the direftions, as alfo regularity in 
the time and dofe, is to be regarded; and above all, it rauft 
be noticed, that it will be in vain to expeft any relief from 
this remedy without punftuality, for taking a bottle or two 
regular, then leaving off" for fome days and beginning again, 
will be of no fervice. It mull be continued regular. 

The dofe is only a tea-fpoonful, or from 25 to 3odrops,» 
an hour before breakfaft and an hour after fupper, in a tea- 
cup or wine-glafs of water, wine and water, or fugar and 
water, as moft agreeable ; but the bcfl method is to pour 
the drops upon a little powder fugar, and then add the water 
or wine. 

N. B. After the firft bottle, the patient may alfo take 25 
drops about eleven o'clock in the forenoon, and at four in 
the afternoon. 

It is in vain that people attempt to take medicines for 
any diforder whatever, if they do not pay fome attention to 
their mode of living, during the adminiftration of proper 
remedies; for the bcfl prefcrlptions may be rendered ufe- 
Jefsby inattention to thefe particulars, whilft good nurfing, 
and due jegard to diet, are great afhftants to the moft able « 
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ptyfician ; it is therefore defired that a particular attention 
may be paid to the dire£lions concerning regimen, which 
are fealed up with each bottle. 

Sleeping on hard beds or mattrafles, rifing early, and 
taking moderate exercife in the open air, {hould be attended 
to, particularly by females ; and when the weather will not 
permit them to go ov\t, they fhould be engaged in fome ac- 
tive employment within, or take the exercife of fwinging, 
which will be found very conducive towards a refloration- 
of health in thefe cafes, particularly where there are any 
fymptoms of confuraption. 



GLEETS AND SEMINAL WEAKNESSES. 

GLEETS and feminal emiffions have been generally 
allowed to be very difficult of cure. Perhaps no difeafe 
hath baffled the Ikill of the faculty more ; and they muft 
allow, that in many inftances they have given more trouble 
than the raofl acute diforders. This difficulty muft arife 
either from the original caujc not being thoroughly invefti- 
gated, or (what is too often the cafe) want of perfeverance 
in the patient in the ufe of proper medicines ; for the cure 
of thefe kind of weaknefTes, in general, require a longer 
time to effeft than patients expeft. 

A gleet, called alfo the fimple or benign gonorrhoea, is 
an involuntary efflux of feminal juice; or, as Dr. Fordyce, 
defines it, " An increafedfecretion from the mucous glands 
of the urethra without infe^lion." The difcharged matter is

mild and generally whitifh, occafioning no diforder on tht 
parts through which it paffes, or on which it falls. 

Weaknefs in the parts is the PRINCIPAL CAUSE, which 
may be occafioned particularly by exceffive or too early ve- 
nery, and the practice of felf-poHution, to which youth are 
fo generally addifted. It may alfo be occafioned by relax- 
ation owing to heat of climate, as alfo by the fliock of any 
violent diforder, violent or too frequent purging, excefs of 
fpirituous liquors, cold, too frequent coition, violent exer- 
cife, and acrimony in a cachochymic, fcorbutic or ar- 
thritic habit. It often happens, likewife, that after a ve- 
nereal infeftion, a gleet will remain and be very trouble- 
fome, even though every fymptom of the difeafe hath 
difappeared. 

A venereal gonorrhoea frequently repeated, improperly 
treated, and even with the moft judicious treatment, often 
ends in a gleet, which may proceed from fome remains of 
the infeftion, or merely from relaxation. It is of confe- 
quence, however, for the patient to be affured of this be- 
fore he attempts the cure ; becaufe the flopping a venereal 
gleet before the infeftion isremoved, is fomeiimes attended 
with bad confequences. 

If the dlfcharge be inconftant, and is obfervable only 
upon draining to ftool, or when ftimulated by lafcivious 
defires, there is no reafon to apprehend any infeflion re- 
maining ; but if the difcharge is conftant and obftinate, it 
is to be feared the diforder is ilill lurking within^ If the 
patient, however, be ftill doubtful, he would do well to 
be perfe£lly fatislied by going through ^ courfe of Dr, 
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Hodfon's Vegetable Syrup, which is recommended in thofe 
dlforders. 

Seminal weaknefles alfo, are fomeiimes occafioned by a 
fcorbutic humour in the blood, and often by weaknefTes 
arifing from inoculation for the fmall-pox ; in which cafes 
likewife a courfe of the Vegetable Syrup is recommended, 
previous to taking thefe Drops. 

It is a truth which, perhaps, no praftitioner will attempt 
to deny, that the weaknefles moft diflRcuk to cure are thofe 
occafioned by early or exceflive venery, or the baneful 
habit of feif-poliution. Young perfons ought to be cautious 
of entering themlelves too early into the fervice of Venus, 
and to confider well their conjftitutions before they give 
themfelves up to their lafcivious inclinations. The ftrong- 
efl: conftitutions may be ruined by excefs, and people of 
weak tender habits ought to be particularly cautious, for 
venereal pleafures may prove equally injurious whether 
they be entered upon too early in life, or are carried beyond 
the bounds of moderation and ftrength of the conftitution. 
Thefe confiderations ought to be imprefTed on the minds of 
young people early, as it is too late to caution them againft 
a danger when they have got fo far in that they cannot 
efcape it. Nature^ it is true, prompts us fometimes to 
bathe in the enticing ftreams of pleafure ; but our paffions 
{hould be moderated by reafon, and we ought not to fufFer 
the one fo far to get the afcendency over the other as to 
bring on a total inability to comply with the reafonahk de- 
fires t»f nature ; for that will be found to be the cafe even 
in what is deemed the prime of life, if our early paffions are 
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»ot moderated ; and a premature old age muft inei'Ifably be 
the confequence of a dilTip-ated youth, if proper refloratives 
be not timely applied to. Hou^ever young people fhould 
not give themfelves up to voluptuoufnefs, in the hope that 
fuch balfamic reftoratives are happily to be obtained. A 
conftitution may be fo far debilitated that the heft remedies 
will prove ineifeftual for its reftoratlon. Moft difeafes are 
much eafier to prevent than to cure; and though I would 
not have the moft emaciated perfon, even in the laft ftage 
of a confumption, defpair of obtaining relief ; yet I would 
have thofe, who, perhaps, not being aware of the danger, 
have juft ftept into the alluring path, feek the moft early 
remedy, and haftily retire from that road, which though 
apparently ftr-ewed with pleafure, is fure to lead only to 
deftruftion. 

The Divine Author of our being has fo adjufted the laws 
of our nature and conftitution, that a vicious, youth muft; 
neceffarily groan under a decrepid old age, fliouid he reach 
that ftage of life. Our bodies are not able to fuftain the 
repeated (hocks of our ungovernable lufts; if by an eager 
purfuit of pleafure our folids are kept upon the conlinuai 
ftretch, they muft wear out, and either fubj eft us to an 
immature death, or the mortifying refleftions of repenting 
age. 

Would thofe young gentlemen, therefore, who fo early 
and ardently offer themfelves before the Ihtine of VenuSt 
but ferioufly take a view of the dreadful precipice on which 
they ftand, when they thus ftray from the paths of virtue ; 
would they attentively conftder what a load of aflliftions 
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tlicy are treafuring up for themfelves by their difiblute way 
of life ; and could they but conceive the horrors of that 
emaciated (late which will nioft affurediy be their portion ; 
the dread of wliat is to come would be fufficient to cool the 
warmth of paffion, and guard them againft the temptation 
^ of the moR. enchanting vices. 

Perhaps the chief caufe of infidelity on one part in the 
marriage ftate may be attribjuted to the debilitation of the 
other occafioned by the imprudences above alluded to. 
This confidcration might fuiely have fome weight, and 
flop them in the midll of their difTipation. At lead it 
ought to oblige them to feek for proper aflillance for the 
refboratlon of their .conflitution before they enter into a 
flate for the duties of which tliey are totally incapable, and 
Which confequently, in Read of proving a life of pleafure and 
happinefs, muft inevitably be a continual fcene of difcon- 
tent and mifeiy. — From relaxed and debilitated conftitu- 
tions, proceeding from any of the caufes above alluded to, 
arife many dlfagreeable circumftances, fuch as impotency, 
barrennefs, palpitation of the heart, weaknefs, dulnefs, 
trembling, melancholy, lofs of memory, nervous affeftions, 
iownefs of fpirits, nofturnal and involuntary emiffions, par- 
ticularly in making water or upon flool, with a total difin- 
clination as well as inability for venereal enjoyments ; and 
in the end palfics, lethargies, or a wafting confumption, 
^vith a complication of every thing deilrudive to the human 
^rame. 

In men there often appears rednefs and inflammation of 
the glans penis, a difagreeable itching fenfation, and a 
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mucus between the preputium and the glans, which being 
harboured there occafions a rank fmelling furrinefs. 

In women it caufes the fluor albus, or whites, weaknefs 
and pains in the back, relaxation of the womb, inward 
waitings and decays, &.c. 

It is of infinite confequence to the patient, however, that 
the originating caufe fhould be thoroughly inveftigated ; 
becaufe if it proceeds from the remains of a venereal infec- 
tion, or from a fcorbutic or cachochymic habit, the body 
fhould be properly regulated before ftrengihening medicines 
are ufed. This being duly attended to, the ufe of the baU

To thofe zvho have addiBed thewfdves to that dcJluiBive Habit t 
SELF-POLLUTION. 

AS to the numerous train of evils which arife from the 
habit of felf-abufe, it can be of little fervice to caution thofe 
perfons to avoid a danger who have never any opportunity 
of obferving that caution : this emaciating praftice is too 
frequently imbibed amongft play-fellows, and in fchools, 
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where treatifes of this kind are never admitted. Boys wan- 
tonly point it out to each other, not knowing, perhapsi, the 
danger that attends it. Young people think not that the 
prolific juice which they are fo iavifh of in their juvenile 
days, is the fource of all their fprighilinefs and afctivity, 
and will be wanted in their riper years, to fupport them in 
cafe of ficknefs, and in health to fit them for the necefTary 
occupations of life. No fiiendly monitor informs them, 
that a continuance of fuch praftices will bring on diforders 
which muft terminate in the moft dreadful confequences ; 
and that ere they have reached the meridian of their days 
they will drag on a miferable lite, deprived of memory and 
all vigour of mind; real fpeftacles of wretchednefs, no 
longer men, but animals half dead. 

But though it is not probable, that young people fliould 
fee this treatife time enough to prevent them entering into 
fuch courfes ; yet it may be a means of perfuading tkem to 
refrain from a continuation thereof, and of reftorlng their 
firength and vigour, juft to point outfome of the fymptoms 
confequent of fuch conduft, and to recommend a proper 
remedy. Happy will it be for the reader, (hould he have 
been fo unfortunate as to have fufFeredfrom any of the above 
mentioned caufes, if he has prudence enough to receive this 
friendly caution, and refolution fufficient to wean himfelf 
from a continuance in the caufe of his misfortune ! and the 
intention of thefe pages will be fully anfwcred, whether 
they tend to rellore health to conftitutions already injured, 
or guard the unwary from a continuance in vices, which in 
tlie-end muft be their inevitable ruin; for thefe kind of 
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pleafures not only impair die conftltution of die body, but 
weaken and enervate die noblell {acuities of tbe foul, 
wbereby die whole man is frecjuendy brought to bend under 
the wei'ght of die rnolh melancholy clrcumftances. 

This vice has generally been dillinguifhed by the name 
of Onanifm, being the fuppofed crime for which the Lord 
fle\v Onan, as recorded in the 38th chapter of Genefis. — 
The punifnment here inflifted upon the fon of Judah, fuf- 
ficlently teftifies the heinoufnefs of tlie crime in the fight of 
God. It is, indeed, a perverdng of his divine order : it is 
the proftitiition of thofe organs and powers with which he 
endowed man, for the purpofe of increafing die members 
of his heavenly kingdom, to the gratification of a diabolic 
cal paflion : It is turning the grace of God into lafciviouf- 
nefs, violadng his law of propagation, and plunging the 
foul from its original feat in heavenly blifs to the dark 
regions of mifery and woe ! — But the melancholy gloom 
which this deftruftive habit cafts over the fouls of its vota- 
ries, demands the balm of confoiation, rather than the 
arrows ofvindlftive juftice : Turn, then, ye unthinking 
mortals ! turn from the paths that lead to defl.ru£iion, and 
walk in the road that v;ill carry you to happinefs. Fly from 
this tempting, this deceittul fin, whofe fyren charms allm^e 
you to your ruin. Turn to that all-gracious Lord, who is 
now waiting only that he may be gracious. There is Hill 
balm in Gilead, — there is {fill the Great Phyfician there. 
He hath loved you with an everlailing love ; and his arms 
are open to receive you. He alfo is able to fave you, and 
he will fupport you in all your temptations. His ftrength 
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will be perfefled in your weaknefs, and if you are but 
fledfafl in your defire to flee from tliis fin, — in all youi» 
flrugglcs, — in all your dangers, trials, diftreffes and aflaults 
of the enemy, you will be more than conquerors, tlirougU 
Chrill that loved you ! 

This mlferable deftroyer of the human race is generally 
contrafted at an early period oi life, even before nature has 
ftamped the marks of puberty, and without the party re- 
fleftlng that it is finful, or knowing that it is injurious. At 
fo early a period as that of eight ) cars (as appears by the 
cafes hereafter inferted) have boys been taught this baneful 
habit. It is conunonly pratfifed in great fchools, and, alas! 
too often pointed out to the innocent and unguarded youth, 
by thofe who ought to ufe thegreatell care and waichfulncfs 
in preferving them from it. 

Deluded children ! little do they imagine that to be the 
firft ftep to an age of roifery and woe ! Happy, indeed, 
would it be if that innocence with which they firft enter 
into the vicious habit could preferve them from the confe- 
fjfuences that inevitably follow the practice thereof. But 
vice is like a fhelring pool : fliallow at the brink, it may 
be entered without any apparent danger ; but when once 
in, man gets deeper and deeper imperceptibly, till at length 
he gets overwhelmed; and foon as cuilom has obtained any 
degree oF flrength, the foul and body both concur in folicit- 
ing this crime ; the foul, befet with unclean thoughts, ex- 
cites lafcivious emoiions ; and if it be diverted for fome 
moments by other ideas, the fharp humours, which irritate 
the organs of generation, foon draw it back. 
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The truth of thefe obfervations would be fufficient to 
flop young people in this pernicious progrefs, if they could 
forefee, that in this refpeft one falfe Hep brings on another; 
that they cannot refift temptation ; that in proportion as the 
motives of feduftion increafe, reafon, which fhould keep 
them within bounds, is weakened ; and, in a word, they 
find themfeives plunged in a fea of mifery, without, perhaps, 
llie hope of a fingle plank to efcape upon. If fometimes i 
early infirmities give them notice ; if the danger terrifies "^l 
them for fome moments, when the infirmity is relieved and 
the danger over, rage precipitates them afrefh. j 

The abfolute controul which this praftice gains over the 
fcnfes is beyond exprefTion. No fooner has this unclean- 
nefs got the mailer over the heart, but it purfues its votary 
every where, and keeps poffefhon of him at all times and / 
in all places. Upon the moft ferlous occafions, and in the 
jrioll folemn acts of religion, he finds himfelf in a manner 
tranfported with luflful conceptions and defires, which take 
up all his thoughts. 

Nothing fo much weakens the mind as that continual 
bent of it to oneobjeft, which is the cafe with thofe addi6led 
to Onanifm ; and in whatever vocation a pcrfon is engaged j 
in, fome degree oi attention is required, which this per- 
nicious pra6Hce renders them incapable of. 

True it is, that we arc ignorant whether the animal 
fpirits and the feminal liquor are the fame; but experience 
teaches us thofe two fluids have a flrift analogy, and that the 
lofs of either produces the fame effefts. 

The lofs of too much femen occafions. lafTitudc, debilities, 
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and renders exercife difficult; it caufcs emaciation, and 
pains in the membrane of the brain, which patients call a 
diy burning heat, md which inceffantly burns internally 
the moll noble parts. The fpinal marrow does not only 
wafte, but the mind and body equally languifh, and the 
man perifiies a miferable viflim. By thefe emilTions not 
only the powers are loft, but the memory fails, the fight is 
clouded, and the voice becomes hoarfe. 

Young people of either fex, who devote themfelves to 
lafcivioufnefs, deftroy their health in diflipating thofe 
powers which were deillned to bring their bodies to their 
greateft degree of vigour. The feminal liquor has fo great 
an influence upon the corporeal powers, and upon perfc6l 
digeftion, which repairs them, that phyficians in general 
are of opinion, that the lofs of one ounce of this liquor 
would weaken more than that of forty ounces of blood. 
Its ufe and importance determines the only proper method 
of its being evacuated. Too great a quantity of femen 
being loft in the natural courfe, produces very direful 
" efifefts; but they are flill more dreadful when diffipated in 
an unnatural manner. The accidents which happen to 
fuch as wafte themfelves In a natural way are veiy terrible; 
thofe which are occafioned by mafturbation are ftill more fo. 

Frequent emiffions of the feed relax, dry up, enervate, 
and produce a croud of evils, as lethargies, epilepfies, 
faintings, tremors, palfies, fpafms, &c. The ftomach is 
difordered, digeftion dcfrroyed, difturbing dreams prevent, 
fieep adniiniftering relief, the whole body is weakened,

much larger than peas ; nor (Jo 1 recoUefl ever to have 
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produced any feminal juice, at leaft very trifling. Tiiere 
is a conftant perfpiration upon the under part of" the penis, 
of a glutinous nature; I have frequent calls to make water, 
perhaps 20 times a day, but in fmall quantities; I am much 
troubled with low fpirits, and a conftant fallownefs of com- 
plexion, occafioned, as I fuppofe, by a retrofpeftive view 
of my unhappy fituation. In other refpefts I enjoy a tole- 
rable good ftate of health, with a good appetite, though but 
little ftrength. The fituation of a perfon in my circum- 
ftances is eafier conceived than defcribed, life being ren- 
dered almofl a burthen, by the continual apprehenfion that 
my real cafe floould be known by my friends ; for tlie world 
oftener takes pleafure in divulging than pitying the diftreiTes 
of its brethren."

Sundry meOwds of dJfcovering- Mercury .in any preparation^^ 
and recovering it into its pri/line JJiape of ijuichjilver. 
Extrafted from the works of 

. . Dr. Str OTHER and Mr. Boyle. 

Pour aqua-fovtis' on. any body containing quickfilver, and let it 
ftanda little, then throw on a little lead and the quicklilver fubfules. 
Or put a little copper- filings to any preparation of mercury, and you 
mav diftill the quickfilver ofi" running. 

Take copper-filings md crude iiil armoniac, and mix with any pre- 
paration of mercury, and hold the mixture over a fire or candle in an 
iron or brals fpoon till quite hot, when the quickfilver will run into- 
its proper I'hape. 

Sublimate alio may be revived by adding fihngs of fteel, fidtoftar- 
tar, or regulus of antimony ; for the acids with which the fublimate 
is made aie more llrongly attracted by the fixed falts and the fulphur 
in the antimony, than by the quickfilver j the latter being thcrcfort^ 
freed attracts jciclf again*
